With a view if possible to get around that 
decision, Congress in February, 1898, 
amended the inter-State commerce act by 
providing that ** no person shall be prosecuted 
or subjected to any penalty or forfeiture for 
or on account of any transaction, matter, or 
thing concerning which he may testify.” 

” It is open to doubt,” said an eminent au- 
thority yesterday, “‘ whether the new law is 
not open to the same objection as the old one, 
Thus an extensive receiver of graiu is called 
to testify before the grand jury with 
reference to his transactions with . a 
particular railway. “He testifies that he re. 
ceived a rebate from that road. The law, as 
it now stands, says if he testifies to a false- 
hood he is subject to a penalty for perjury. 
If he testifies to the truth of the particular 
transaction covered by his testimony he can- 
not be punished. He has, however, estab- 
lished the fact that he is ‘are. 
ceiver of rebates. Thereupon the grand 
jury calls the officials of another railroad 
to. find out if the original witness receives re- 
bates from that railroad. Those officials can- 
not be punished if they testify that they gave 
rebates to the originh! witness. He, however, 
is subject to a fine not exceeding $5,000 or 
imprisonment not over two years or both. 
The question, therefore, arises: ‘Has he 
not been compelled ‘to furnish the govern- 
ment, indirectly, the‘testimony to sustain his 
own conviction?’-”’ 

“The law is plain enough,” said Mr. Mil- 
christ, ‘‘and in invoking their Constitutional 
rights now therailroad men are simply taking 
advantage of a pretext find excuse for not 
testifying. In the Counselman case the Su- 
preme Court decided that the law giving im- 
munity was net as broad as the constitutional 
safeguard,-byt the law has been made so 
broad as to cover effectually all that is re- 
quired by the Constitution. The reason they 
give for not testifying will not hold in court. 
I am satisfied on that point.”

RIKER STILL WANTS THOSE BONDS. 


Given an Adverse Decision He Will Appeal 


Wasutneron, D. C., Feb. 15.—Judge Bradley 
of the District Supreme Court today refused to 
grant the petition of Carroll L. Riker of Chi- 
cago fora mandamus to compel Secretary 
Carlisle-to issue to him a pro rata share 
of the $50,000,000 bond issue on the 
basis of the .proposals submitted by him. 

“It is beyond the power of. this court,”’ 
said Judge Bradley, **to determine the ques- 
tion of right of the petitioner. Necessarily 
the matter should have been left to the Sec- 
retary of the Treasury, who, it seems, has not 
such absolute duty to award the whole or any 
part of the bonds to the petitioner as would 
authorize the court to issue the mancdamus.”’ 
Mr. Riker filed his appeal from Judge Brad- 
ley’s decision late this afternoon, carrying the 
case to the Court of Appeals of the district. 
In the appeal he says that he believes himself 


fully entitled to the bonds, and therefore 


alleges the refusal of the mandamus to be in 
error.

Colorado Capitol Managers Decide to Keep 
Their Money at Home. 

Denver, Colo., Feb. 15.—[Special. ]—At a 
meeting of the Board of Capitol Managers to- 
day for the consideration of proposals for sup- 
plying marble to the new Capitol Eastern 
agents were treated to a surprise.

RIOT AT A SNOW BANK 


OITIZENS AND STREET OAR EM- 
PLOYES INDULGE IN A BATTLE 


Mayor Hopkins’ Popularity Among People 
in the Neighborhood of a Jesuit Church 
Receives a Severe Blow—Laundryman 
Is Beaten in the Course of the Fight= 
One Way of Removing a Drift Which 
the Department Had Neglected=<Was 
“de Committee Trun Down ?” 


’ A huge snow bank on West Twelfth street 
was the innocent means of arousing the wrath 
of a large share of the citizens of that neigh- 
borhood yesterday. Its existence also caused 
Mayor Hopkins to lose much of his popular- 
ity with the Catholic voters of that district. 
The big snowdrift lay in front of the West 
Twelfth Street Jesuit Church. A riot that 
promised to be of no mean proportions was 
aroused there last evehing. Five thousand men, 
women, and children gathered in the vicinity. 
Five hundred of them went to work with 
might and main to shovel the snow from the 
bauk, which had stood in front of the church 
since the day of the blizzard. They were 
throwing it on to the street car tracks. When the 
trouble was at its height there was a string of 
blocked street cars extending for four blocks 
on either side of the point at which the angry 
citizens of the neighborhood industriously 
were shoveling snow. 

‘ A committee of two representing the neigh- 
borhood, and composed of C. H. Dougherty, 
who basa grocery store at No. 446 West 
Twelfth street, and G. H. Geraghty, who owns 
a book store at No. 433 West Twelfth street, 
after consultmg Father Dowling of the Jesuit 
Church, called on Mayor Hopkins yesterday 
morning and explained that in front of the 
church there was a snowbank seven feet high, 
much to the inconvenience of the residents of 
the neighborhood. They said it seriously in- 
terfered with funerals, as a hearse or carriage 
could not.get near the church. When this com- 
mittee returned the members were not enthu- 
siastic over the reception given them by the 
Mayor, and the voters of the neighborhood 
were indignant over reports which agreed 
that the reception had been cool. The reports 
differed only as to whether “‘de Mayor had 
given’em de marble heart’ or had *‘ trun ’em 
down.’’. While they were in the City Hall an 
empioyé of the Street Department named 
Kelly entered the. Mayor’s office and said the 
trouble which they sought to have remedied 
would be removed by the time they reached 
home, and that a big gang of men was then 
working in that vicinity. The committee 
went home happy, to find two teams and four 
tired men at work on the snow bank. This 
sinall force made but little impression, and 
the street.car drivers kept chasing the wagons 
away, allowing no opportunity to fill them 
with snow. 

Throw the Snow on the Tracks. 

The blood of the neighborhood began to 
boil, and:a collection was taken up among 
the business-men of the vicinity to buy snow 
All of the available young men, par- 


In a few minutes this blocked the cars, and 
Division Superintendent, 
of the West Side system, hurried to the 
scene of the blockade. He drew a revolver 
and’ proposed to disperse the snow shovelers 
with the assistance of the street car em- 
ployés. -A bailiff in Justice Brayton’s court 
was. one of the men who were shoveling, 
and-when he threatened to arrest Bowler for 
flourishing ‘the yevolver Bowler put the 


. snow riot in a patrol wagon with 
thirteen officers. Aftet this there was less 
danger of an outbreak. 

Some of the teaders in the trouble say they 
are proud of having been concerned in the 
affair, They blame Mayor Hopkins for not 
having the snowdrift attended to by the 
Street Department. Among those who are 
said to have taken part in the matter were 
Patrick Hearn, Rudolph Kraus, John Ryan, 
John Blodman, John Spellman, William Mul- 

dy. , 
mae Laundryman Gets a Beating. 

A lively side issue of the affair occurred 
when a man drove along in a laundry wagon, 
and, becoming aware of the trouble, advised 
the street-car men in a loud tone of voice to 
kill the snow shovelers because they were 
Catholics. He was assaulted from every 
side by men with snow shovels. 
William Mulaney and Patrick Hern, who took 
a prominent part in the snow-shoveling af- 
fair, followed the driver, and at Center ave- 
nue and Taylor street stopped his horse. 
They crawled into the wagon and gave the 
driver a severe beating. Mulaney and Hern 
said they would not permit any unpleasant 
remark about the Catholic Church to go by 
without being resented. An officer of the 
Maxwell Street Station interfered. He did 
not arrest the assailants, but he ordered the 
driver to “* make himself scarce.”’ 

Supt. Bowler reports that he set his men to 
work to clear the tracks and that they were 
assaulted by the crowd that had shoveled the 
snow, and many of the drivers and conductors 
were injured in a free fight with the shovelers 

Serious trouble probably was averted by the 
action of Father Dowling, who came out of 
the Jesuit Church when he learned that the 
trouble had assumed the warlike asp@gt and 
ordered the young men of his ‘congregation to 
retire quietly to their homes. 


More Trouble Expected Today. 

The indignant citizens declare they will 
again throw the snow on the tracks at sunrise 
today. They say the street car company has 
no right to throw the snow to one side of the 
street, but is obliged to carry away snow that 
accumulates on the tracks. In this particular 
Capt. Blettner agrees with them, but he says 
he was foreed to interfere to prevent 
bloodshed between the two factions. Fora 
time the Captain’ said it looked asif the 
angry citizens would cause bloodshed among 
the street car men, who, for a _ time, went 
vigorously to work to remove the snow from 
the tracks so the blockade could be raised. 

Intense excitement prevailed during the 
time the shovelers were threatening the 
street car men, and inthe crowd which had 
gathered several women and children were 
trampled upon and painfully injured. 


~ ARE IDENTIFIED BY CHAMBERLAIN. 


John Clark, John Adams, and Harry Peck 
His Assailants. 

John Clark, John Adams, and Harry Peck, 
who wete captured by Officers O'Malley and 
Fitzmaurice of the Desplaines Street Station 
Wednesday night after an exciting chase, have 
been identified as the assailants of Percy 
Chamberlair, whom they attempted to rob on 
Center avenue the morning of Feb. 4. They 
have also been partially connected, the police 


say, with a number of bold robberies which 


have occurred with such frequency on the 
West Side of late. The gang to which 
they are saide to belong numbers nearly a 
dozen persons. The morning of Feb. 4 as 
Percy Chamberlain? an employé of the Au- 
ditorium Hotel, was on his wuy to work four 
men attempted to hold him up on Center 
avenue. He drew his revolver, and in the 
fight which followed one of the highwaymen 
was wounded amas Chamberlain received a 
dangerous woun in the right lung. 
The police say’John Adams, alias Walsh, 
served a term in 1891 for a-daring robbery 
of a prominent citizen of the West Side. 
When he was examined a fresh bullet wound 
was found in his left arm, the place where he 
had been shot, it is presumed, by Chamber- 
lain. It is expected a number of other vic- 
tims will appear to identify the men today.

MADE A FORTUNE IN CHICAGO REALTY. 


Though Worth $150,000 Christopher Thill- 
mont Dies Alene and Unattended. 

Christopher Thillmont, who died ‘at his 
home, No. 6120 Halsted street, Tuesday, was 
something of a character. He died alone and 
unattended, though he was worth $150,000. 
The Coroner’s jury found that he died of heart 
disease. He was born in Lorraine in 1823 
and learned the shoeinaker’s trade. He came 
to America at the age of 18 and went to work 
in Michigan sawmills, where he earned the 
money that laid the foundations for his 
fortune. At 28 years of age he married, and 
by his first wife had two children, one, John 
Thillmont, now living. Nearly fifty years 
ago he bought a lot at Clark and Polk streets 
for $350 and built a small house 
which still stands, the 
property being valued at $23,000. 
Later on he bought property at Purple and 
Twentieth streets, Clark and Eighteenth 
streets, Armour avenue and Eighteenth street, 
and twenty-eight years ago bought for a small 
sum of money three acres at Halsted and Six- 
ty-first streets which is now. worth $45,000. 
Thillmont was rapidly becoming wealthy 
when~his wife died. On his Halsted street 
property he built a two-story house, He 
had a cow, and the milk she gave was 
sold to the neighbors. One of the neighbors 
hadin his employ a German girl who went 
regularly to Thillmont’s for milk and-with 
her he became infatuated. Nine years ago 
he married the second time and his widow 
and one child survive. Two years ago he was 
adjudged insane and taken to an asylum at 
Oshkosh. Wis. Nine months ago Mrs. Thill- 
mont secured his release. He made a will, 
dividing his property between his wife, chil- 
dren, and six grandchildren. . 


EXAMINING FOSTER’S BANK AFFAIRS, 


Experts Find Nothing Crooked=<Reports

RESCUERS NARROWLY ESCAPE DEATH. 


New Party Organized to Search for En- 
tembed Miners in Plymouth. 

WILKESBARRE, Pa., Feb. 15.—Another party 
consisting of 100 men was formed tonight to 
rescue the entombed miners in the Gaylord 
mine at Plymouth. The men went to work 
on what is known as the. old mountain open- 
ing and it is believed they will make 
better headway than the men working 
on the . lower end. Another fall 
took place tonight and six of the res- 
cuing party barely escaped being killed. 
Supt. Picton of the mine, whose son is one of 
the entombed’ men, became prostrated today 
and his life is said to be in danger. The new 
rescuing party is reported to be making big 
headway, but there are no hopes of finding 
the men alive.

BONDSMEN AGOEPTED ON PROPERTY 
THAT OAN’T BE LOOATED. 


Two Indicted Burglars Released with “ Wil-. 


son” and “Smith” as Sureties in the 
Sum of $2,700 Each=Their Possessions 
as Scheduled Show an Aggregate of 
$37,000-—-Most of These Are Not on the 
Records=Search of phe Bondsmen Fu- 
tile=West-Siders Indiznant, ° 


~ Any oneable to furnish’ reliable informa- 
tion as to the identity of Thomas Wilson and 
Walter Smith can gain the eternal gratitude 
of several highly respected but furiously in- 
dignant West Side people. These two names 
are attached to bail bonds for $2,700 in the 
Criminal Court of Cook County on which 
Charles Peterson and Charles Marlow, noto- 
ries burglars, were recently released from 
custody. It appears they are nothing more 
nor less than straw bondsmen. That is ‘why 
John Joyce,John Hallock, John O’Rourke, 
Daniel Marooney, John Steen, George T. 
Fisher, Lillian Fisher, Ellen Schauer, and 
other good citizens living outin the vicinity 
of Jackson boulevard and Whipple street are 
anxious to have an explanation from some- 
body in authority as to why justice is being 
lightly juggied with. 

These people suffered a long time from the 
depredations of housebreakers and finally 
succeeded in capturing Peterson and Marlow 
while in the act. of committing a burglary in 
a dry goods store at Van Buren and Whipple 
streets. A woman occupying rooms above 
Daniel Marooney’s saloon opposite saw them 
and gave the alarm to some men who hap- 
pened to bein the saloon at the tinie. The 
men divided into squads. One party went to 
the rear of the store while another attacked 
the front door. The thieves were captured 
but not without desperate resistance. 


When searched two bulldog revolvers were . 


found on Peterson and on Marlow a complete 
pocket kit of burglars’ fine tools. On exami- 
nation before Justice Scully the next morn- 
ing he thought the case serious enough to 
require a bond for each of $2,300. The men 
were taken before the grand. jury, indicted, 


_and held in the sum of $2,700. Jan. 20 they 


were arraigned and aded not guilty, and 
when brought up again the 22d a continu- 
ance was asked for by the defense and grant- 
ed, no date being set for thetrial. On both 
occasions the State’s witnesses were present 
and had their journey for naught. 


Schedule “ Valuable” Property. 


Jan. 27 “'Thomas Wilson” 
Smith” appeared before Judge Henry V. 
Freeman and qualified as being the owners 
jointly of $37,000 worth of property unin- 
cumbered and in the owners’ names. Smith 
swore he owned lots 2 and 3, block 4, of Shel- 
don’s subdivision of lots 100 and 101, Butler- 
field’s addition, in the west 4¢ of northwest 
Sec. '7, 39,°14, worth $11,000 with improve- 
ments. He further stated that he was 
worth $20,000 over and above his 
debts. Wilson claimed ownership of lot 
28, block 3, Foss’ subdivision of Ashland’s 
second addition, Sec. 7, 39, 14, which, 
with improvements, was worth $13,000 and 
unincumbered. Wilson gave his residence as 
No. 83 Sixteenth street while Smith claimed 
to live at No. 241 Thirty-seventh street. 

In the examinmg department of the Coun- 
ty Recorder’s Office a search disclosed the 
fact that Sheldon’s subdivision of Butter- 
field’s addition in the section, township, and 
range given has no existence.* Neither is 
there any block 4 in the addition, and proper- 
ly Sheldon’s subdivision is in Sec. 4 and not 


‘Sec. 7. According to the maps there is a 


brick house on the lots, which are located at 
Nos. 593 and 595 Halsted street. A con- 
servative estimate of the value of the proper- 
ty is given as $8,000, including improve- 
ments. Wilson’s schedule, by some strange 
coincidence, is similarly affected by. the fig- 
ure 7. ‘According to the description given in 
the bonds Foss’ subdivision of Ashland’s 
second addition is located in Sec.: 18, 39, 14. 
Another little incident which may or may not 
have connection with the description of the 
property is the fact that the lot given is locat- 
ed at No. 121 South Lincoln street, and at 
ihis number lives Thomas Wilson, whose oc- 
cupation is, given in the directory as that of 
clerk. The bondsman, however, claims to re- 
side on Sixteenth street. : 


Bondsmen Are Missing. 


But he is not there. An effort made to find 
the gentleman at that place was not success- 
ful... The building at No. 83 is three etories 
high, with a‘meat market on the ground floor 
and flats above. The first flat is vacant anda 
family occupies the second one. The woman 
who opened the door said she knew no such 
man as Thomas Wilson. The same reply was 
given by several persons in the neighborhood 
of whom inquiries were made. There is no 
such man as Walter Smith living at No. 241 
Thirty-seyenth street, at least not under that 
name. 

According to the records the Sec. 7, 39, 14 
first noted is one mile away from Sheldon’s 
subdivision, and Sec. 7, 39, 14 given in ‘the 
second description is two miles distant from 
Foss’ subdivision. 

Patrick Dunn-;Clerk of the Criminal Court, 
and his assistant, Mr. Fisher, both say they 
remember the-two men who scheduled so 
much valuable property and signed the bonds. 
They were yowng-looking fellows, rather 
flashily dressed.2.. ‘* Wilson’ was tall, dark 
complexioned, and “Smith” was a short, 
sandy. individual with a small mustache. 
Taylor and Ashton are the attorneys for 
Peterson and Marlow. The clerk says Ash- 
ton introduced the bondsmen. Ashton de- 
nies the statement. When asked yesterday to 
give an explanation of the affair Mr. Ashton 
said he had no idea. who the bondsmen 
were. It was also ascertained that a 
woman- whose name could not be 
learned is backing Peterson and Marlow. 
She employed the attorneys to defend them 
and produced the bondsmen. Mr. Ashton de- 
clared, however, that if the bonds were not 
good he would have tne prisoners brought in 
and held until their cases can be reached and 
tried. 


Fear the Indicted Have Flown. 


In the meantime the West Side victims are 
laboring under a great load of suspicion that 
this precious pair will never be brought to 
trial. Yesterday a delegation of them called 
on Assistant Superintendent of Police Kipley 
at his office in the City Hall and wanted to 
know why the two thugs had been 
let off so easily. . But Mr. Kipley 
could not give them. much satisfaction. 
John Joyce, who actéd as spokesman for the 
delegation, declared: ‘* We shall make a thor- 
ough investigation into the charge that these 
men have secured ‘straw’ bonds.” 

Inquiry at the State’s-Attorney’s office de- 
veloped a lack of knowledge asto when the 
case against Peterson and Marlow will come 
up and as to the character of their bondsmen. 
At the time they were arraigned—Jan, 22— 
before Judge Chetlain Taylor moved fora 
continuance until the next term of court and 
the motiow was granted.

"- “=BY PITTSBURG WORKMEN. 


‘He Urges Them to Show, the Country 
Their Dissatisfaction with the Ruinous 
Democratic Policy by Voting for Penn- 


at-Large~Prosperity Under the McKin- 
ley Bill Contrasted with a Year of Dis- 
aster Under Threatened Free Trade. 


McKinley's coming to Pittsburg at this par- 
ticular time, when the hum of industry has 


| almost ceased as a result of the efforts of the 
/ Democrats to break down the tariff, brought 
gut one of the largest crowds ever assembled 
‘in this section to hear a political speaker. 
| The meeting was called in the interest of 


“Galusha A. Grow, the veteran Republican, 
-who is a candidate for Congressman-at-large. 
Despite the fact that McKinley said the meet- 
ing was to boom the State ticket they refused 
to hear other speakers. The meeting’ was 
composed almost entirely of the working 
class of people. By thousands they flooded 
to old city hall to hear the words of one to 
whom alone they looked for rélief in their 
present distress. Throughout his address the 
speaker was interrupted by yells of approval 
and prophecies of a successful’ candidacy in 
1896. | 

When he was introduced the audience arose 
and cheered him. For eight minutes Gov, 
McKinley tried to get a chance to make him- 
self heard. When the audience at length per- 
mitted him to speak he took a still deeper 
hold on the convictions of the Pennsylvania 
people.

The House Committee on Suppression of 
Intemperance met this afternoon for the dis- 
cussion of the Democratic local op- 
tion bill.

e payment of the tax was not to be a bar 
to the enforcement of the prohibitory law, 
and the bill was intended to not change or 
alter the present law in any way. . The same 
bill was introduced in the Senate by Senator 
Jamison, and it will probably meet the same 
fate that it did in the House committee. 

The Senate Committee on Claims hag re- 
ported favorably on the claim of ex- Auditor of 
State J. L. Brown. The committee allows him 
$4,000, which is the amount of his claim 
without interest. The Senate Committee on 
Corporations has reported favorably on the 
bill of Serator Hipwell requiring night tele- 
graph in all cities of 10.000 or over. The 
Senate Committee on Schools will recommend 
a bill making it optional with the Board of 


.Directors to supply school text-books to the 


schools under their supervision at the expense 
of the State. 

The House Committee on Appropriations 
this afternoon decided to recommend the ap- 
propriation of $5,000 for the erection of a 
monument in memory of the Spirit Lake 
massacre. 

In the Senate this morning a joint resolu- 
tion by Gronewig asking Congress to’ make 
an appropriation for dredging the Missouri 
River at Council Bluffs was passed. e dis- 
cussion of the resolution for a woman suf- 
frage amendment was continued by Senator 
Rowen in favor of the resolution, and it is 
possible that the measure will come to a vote 
tomorrow and it will probably pass 
the Senate by a‘ small majority. Sena- 
tor Brower is in opposition to it, 

For Night Telegraph Service. 

In the House . Representative Deiderich in- 
troduced q bill requiring night telegraphic 
service in towns of 10,000 and over. The 
bill requiring the official county printing to 
be done under contract was indefinitely post- 
poned. Representative Robinson’s bill mak- 
ing it unlawful to shoot Chinese or English 
pheasants for five years from March 1, 1894, 
or to destroy their nests, was passed. 

The discussion of the Sawyer bill, which 
provides that a. bounty of one cent per pound 
to be paid on ail sugars manufactured in the 
State from beets grown in the State, 
resulted in drawing party lines. 
The Democratic mem bers of the 
committee recommended the bill for indefi- 
nite postponement on the grounds that it was 
unjust and unwise to pay a bounty out of the 
funds of the State to any special industry. 
The Democrats supported a motion for the 
substitution of the minority for the majority 
report, which recommended the .passage of 
the bill. Aftera long discussion the motion 
to substitute failed by a vote of 16 yeas to 75 
nays. When the bill comes up on its merits 
some of the Republican members will oppose 
it, and it is believed it will fail of passage. 

The Governor’s appointments, which were 


expected today, failed to materialize for the- 


reason that Mr. Metzgar of Davenport went 
home last night without deciding whether he 
would accept the position of custodian of the 
Capitol Building or not. Shortly after the 
Senate adjourned at noon, however, Gov. 
Jackson received a telegram from Mr. Metz- 
gar accepting the position and the appoint- 
ments will undoubtedly be made to:norrow. 
It is not believed there wili be any change in 
the list as given in Tus Triuns this morn- 
ing. 


POPULIST AMENDMENTS DEFEATED. 


Colorado Solons Discuss Politics and Ex- 
pose Party Frailties. | 

Denver, Colo., Feb, 15.—Politics instead 
of relief for the workingmen and the mining 
interests occupies the attention of the House. 
The elections bill was discussed at length 
today and all the Populist amendments were 
defeated by the combined vote of the Demo- 
crats and Republicans. Personal bickerings 
were plentiful and party frailties were ex- 
posed in the discussions, One member de- 
clared the reform Governor had gathered 
more rascals about him than had ever been 
discovered in the old _ parties.

A com- 
mittee of conference was then appointed by 
the House. 

The Senate decided te shelve the Cripple 
Creek County bill and adopted the adverse re- 
port of the special committee. Another adjourn- 
ment resolution was offered, fixing the 17th as 
the lastday. Senator Pease (Pop.) objected 
and after a lively tilt with Senator Felker it 
was laid over because the majority could not 
muster €nough votes to suspend the rule.

WELL’S ACTION IS PEOULIAR 


Says His Own Order Would Stand in Case 
of a Riotous Strike, the Circuit Jurist’s 
Order to the Contrary Notwithstanding 
«Chicago Labor Leaders Praise Judge 
Caldwell’s Course—Heads of Railway 
Employes’ Unions File a Motion Asking 
Judge Jenkins to Modify His Injunction. 


 Lancoxy, Neb., Feb. 15.—Judge Dundy, 


was found this evening. He said: “Yes. I 


have just been reading the dispatches from 


St. Louis detailing the little conversa- 
tion between Judge..Caldwell and General 
Solicitor, <Phurston, in which the latter 
was told to revoke the order recently made by 
the Union Pacific receivers touching the mat- 
ter of employés’ wages. The impression that 
Judge Caldwell has overruled the or- 
ders of this court is wrong, a8 you may 
see by a perusal of the dispatchos. The 
wages question has not been brought out be- 
fore Judge Caldwell, and his somewhat per- 
emptory order to.General Solicitor Thurs- 
ton does not “in ‘the least affect the 
status quo of the wages question. My 
order still stands, and will stand until 
itis reversed. The whole situation can be 
expressed ina few brief sentences. The re- 
ceivers made an order reducing wages 
on certain schedules. -They brought 
the order to me tnd ».I1 approved it. 
There was nothing in my approval of the order 
to prevent the receivers from restoring the 
old wages if they saw fit to doso. They can 
do so now if they choose. Judge Caldwell’s 
action is unusual in this, that in a 
private conversation with the gen- 
eral solicitor of the Union Pacific 
he orders the receivers to restore the old rates. 
He does not make the order in the shape of a 
decision announced from the bench. As it is,all 
that Judge Caldwell has done is to order the 
receivers to temporarily restore the old wages 
pending a settlement. His order places no 
new aspect upon the situation as far as the 
court is concerned. Of course I cannot 
tell what the receivers will do in the 
matter.”’ ‘Suppose the receivers do not 
consider Judge Caldwell’s . decision «today 
mandatory and leave the wages where they 
are under the sehedules approved by yourself, 
will the employés have the right to strike?”’ 
was asked. 

‘Why, certainly,’”’ replied Judge Dundy, 
with a significant twinkle in hiseye. ‘ Of 
have the right to strike in the 
sense that they have the right to quit work and 
gohome. But if they attempt—well, if they 
attempt to raise a row they will find the orders 
of the court very much in foree, today’s order 
of Judge Caldwell to. the contrary notwith- 
standing.”’

Working- 
men engaged on inter-State commerce busi- 
ness, who now elect to go on strike in prefer- 
ence to contesting their rights in the 
forums established by the people, deserve 
to be defeated in any attempt.’’ Henry W.

Must Give the Men Notice. 


Sr. Lours, Mo., Feb. 15.—John M. Thur- 
ston’s visitto St. Louis and the hearing he 
obtained late yesterday afternoon before Cir- 
cuit Court f, udges Caldwell and Sanburn 
promises to assume an importance which the 
attorney for the /Union Pacific road hardly 
contemplated. Thedu told Mr. Thur- 
ston to procure a vacation of all previous or- 
dersin relation to the subject and then they 
would take the necessary action upon the 
petition of the receivers relating to the 
proposed reduction upon the scale 
of wages of the employés. The Judges also 
told Mr. Thurston that time would be fixed 
for a hearing on the receiver’s petition and 
that ample notice of the time and place of 
such hearing would have to be given to the 
officers of the labor organizations represent- 
ing the employés of the system. The receiv- 
ers will be required to grant leave of absence 
to all such representatives who desire to attend 
such hearing and provide transportation and 
subsistence from the time of leaving their 
homes until their return. 

Omana, Neb., Feb. 15.—The employés of 
the Union Pacific are jubilant over what they 
term the victory gained in St. Louis by Judge 
Caldwell ordering General Sclicitor Thurston 
to revoke the new wage schedule order. They 
have been confident all along that Judge 
Caidwell would not sustain the order of 
Judge Dundy. The Caldwell order is declared 
to be the greatest victory in recent 
years for organized labor, and has demon- 
strated that a legal department will be a nec- 
essary adjunctof all labor organizations in 
the future. ° 

{Local labor leaders were elated over Judge 
Caldwell’s ruling in the Union Pacific railroad 
case, which was published in a St. Louis dis- 
patch in Tae TRIBUNE yesterday. The order to 
give the employés sixty days’ notice, the labor 
men say, is a great victory for them. If such a 
rule were adopted by all employers, union men 
think, strikes could be almost prevented. 

O. E. Woodbury, President of the United Car- 
penters’ Council, sala: “The decision is per- 
fectly fair and just. It is only right that work- 
ingmen should be notified in advance that their

Heads of Labor Unions Want Him to Mod- 
ify His Strike Injunction, 

Miuwavkee, Wis., Feb. 15.—[Special. ]—

Wilkinson, Grand Chief of the Brotherhood of 
Trainmen; and John Willson, Grand Chief of 
the Switchmen’s Mutual Benefit Asstciation. 

These organizations and officers state in the 
motion that they represent such employés of 


‘the Northern Pacific only as belong to the or- 


ganizations named. The federation of em- 
ployés .of the Northern Paciffc railroad is 
not a party to the motion. The court is asked 
to strike out all that part of the first injunc- 
tion issued Dec. 19 and of the second or sup- 
plemental injunction issued Dec. 22 which 
restrained the employés from striking or pre- 
paring to strike. Charles Quarles of Quarles, 
Spence and Quarles, the att6rneys for the 
plaintiffs, said today the object of the

MORE MONEY IN THE TREASURY. 


Increased Balance of Fifty-three Millions 
in the Vaults. 

Wasuineton, D. C., Feb. 15.—Since the 
last day of January the Treasury balance has 
increased in round figures $53,000,000, the 
assets today standing at $791,000,000. This 
increase practically represents the money 
received from the bond issue, all of 
which, with the exception of «about 
$2,500,000, is now in hand. The prin- 
cipal arid premium of this bond issue aggre- 
gated $58,000,000, and figures obtained at 
the Treasury show how muchin net gold the 
Treasury gained by the issue. The footing is 
about $41,000,000. Feb. 1 the asia in 
the Treasury stood at $64.000,000 and 
today it is $105,000,000. Between 


P those dates the currency balance has in- | 


creased from $18,000,000 to $37,000,000 
and this is represented by the  in- 
crease in legal tender notes which 
were paid into the Treasury in exchange for 
gold which was withdrawn to pay for bonds. 
‘The figures show that since Jan. 1 United 
States notes in the Treasury increased from 
$47 .000,000 to $56,000,000, a gain of $9,- 
000,000, and United States Treasury notes 
from $2,300,000 to $9,600,000, a gain of 
$7,300,000, During the same time the lia- 
bility of the government in the matter of gold 
certificates decreased $5,500,000, or from 
$77,000,000 to $71,500,000, 

Official figures compiled at the Treasury 
Department also show that for the first seven 
and a half months of the present fiscal year 
the expenditures of the government have ex- 
ceeded the gross receipts by $48,500,000, or 
at the rate of about $6.500,000 per month. 
The figuresare: Receipts, $188,500,000; ex- 
penditures, $237,000,000. At this rate at 
the expiration of the current fiscal 

ear, the net deficit will be $88,000,000,

REFUSES TO TESTIFY IN THE RO8- 
TER OASE AT JANESVILLE, WIS. 


He Is Declared in Contempt of Court and 
Will Be PunishedHis Action Taken 
on the Advice of Counsel=Other De- 
fendants Nonplused at This Turn of 
the CasemAnother Attempt te Be Made 
to Get His Testimony—General News 
from the Northwest. 


dJaNusvitiw, Wis., Feb. 15.—[Special.]— 
Ex-Private Secretary C. L. Clark’s anxiety to 
testify on the roster case faded into thin air 
when he was brought into court. Instead of 
the desire to “ telPall he knew,’’ which has 
been ascribed to him, he positively refused to 
testify. “rounds of objection were urged 
one after another and overruled until four 
had been put aside. Then the main issue was 
reached and Col. Clark flatly refused to 
answer. He refused to obey Court Commis- 
sioner John Nichols’ order and the Commis- 
sionerat once prepared a statement that the wit- 
ness was guilty of contempt of court and called 
upon the Dane County Circuit Court to pun- 
ish him for that contempt. A roomful of in- 
terested spectators crowded into the Com- 
missioner’s little office. Of the defendants 
there were C, L. Clark, Assistant Attorney- 
General J. M. Clancy, and of the plaintiff? W. 
J.P. McFail and George Dow Jr. and W. A. 
Tracy. Attorneys John Molin and M. G. 
Jeffries appeared for the plaintiffs, and E. M. 
Hyzer, R. H. Chynoweth, G. G. Sutherlana, 
and W. A. Gibson for the defendants. 
Chynoweth appeared for Clancy. Sutherland 
for J. B. Doe, and Gibson for Gov. Peck. 

Clark’s objection wasa blow to the other 
defendants. They realized instantly the atti- 
tude which all the defendants would be made 
to assume through this step and were re- 
minded of the remark of Col. Clark’s attorney 
two weeks ago that the defense in the roster 
case would be one of “*tévery man for him, 
self,” and that Clark would have to be cau- 
tious, as the other defendants would be glad 
to climb out from under the load and leave 
him alone. Attorney John Winans, who has 
represented Col, Clark, was unable to be 
present tuday because of sickness, and 
an effort was made to stave off the examina- 
tion on this account. Attorney Olin insisted 
that.there be no continuance, the case being 
set for trial Feb. 26 and Col. Clark’s testi- 
mony being of great importance. Several 
other minor objections were made by Attorney 

.M. Hyzer, who appeared in lieu of Mr. 
Winans, and all were overruled. 

Question of Residence Raised. 

An affidavit of Col. Clark was then filed 
stating that he was now and had been since 
Sept. 5. 1893, a resident of Milwaukee. 

**In behalf of Col. Clark I insist that this 
examination be not held anywhere except in 
= county where he resides,” said Attorney 

zer, - 

ttorney Jeffries insisted that Col. Clark be 
sworn, offering to prove Col. Clark’s residence 
in Rock County by his own testimony. Com- 


Cg a Nichols refused to make this or- 
er, 

Attorney Hyzer then got down to business, 
and instructed the witness to answer no queés- 
tiong put to him by counsel for plaintiff. 

Attorney Olin then asked Mr, Clark if he 
was one of the defendants in the action. Col. 
Clark replied that on the instruction of coun- 
sel he declined to answer. Commissioner 
Nichols ordered him to answer, but he again 
refused, The attorneys for the plaintiff de- 
eee ig that the Commissioner enforce his or- 

er. 


** We give warning to court, attorneys fore 


plaintiffs, and plaintiffs that Col. Clark’s 
committment Will be at their peril,’’ exclaimed 
Attorney Hyzer. 

The demand that the witness be committed 
was not forced, but questioning was begun 2s 
to his place of residence. The witness testi- 
fied that he had been living for about half the 
time since December in this city. He still 
held a house in Milwaukee on a_ twelve 
months’ lease, and his furniture was still in 
the house. He took possession of the house 
in October, 1893, and had paid only one 
month’s rent. He had had no business in 
Milwaukee since November, 1893, and was 
not in business there at the present time. The 
witness admitted he had been a resident of 
Janesville from 1856 until Sept. 3, 1893, al- 
though he had lived three years in Madison 
with his family in the meantime. 

Clark answered all these questions readily, 
but when Attorney Olin returned to the merits 
of the case he maintained silence again. 

Clark in Contempt of Court. 

After vain attempts to wring out an answer 
Commissioner Nichols ruled the witness guilty 
of contempt of court. He at once prepared a 
statement for certification to the Dane Coun- 
ty court, It recited that Col. C. L. Clark, a 
resident of Janesville and not of Milwaukee, 
had refused to answer questions properly put 
to him, and it called upon the Circuit Court 
of Dane County to punish him for contempt 
of court. 

This ended the proceedin This will not 
end the effort to secure Col. Clark’s testimo- 
ny, however. Notice was served on him this 
afternoon to appear and give testimony be- 
fore a Milwaukee Commissioner next Wednes- 
day.

Supplies Will Be Exhausted March l= 
Druggists Win the Telephone Fight. 

“Muuwavuxsez, Wis., Feb. 15.—[Special.]— 
The outlook for the destitute of Hurley is not 
encouraging, according to Adjutant-General 
Falk and Col. Boyle.

The Assessment Question. 

Cuicaa@o, Feb. 12.—[Editor of The Tribune. ]— 
In your article this morning upon the ** Low City 
Assessment’’ you seem to convey the impression 
that the trouble with our system is the want of 
powerin our ‘‘Board of Equalization” to in- 
crease the total assessment of the State. Having 
watched the course of taxation, as practiced in 
this State, I think’the maih difficulty lies in the 
want of power to overrule the local Assessor 
when a flagrant injustice is perpetrated, 

l remember a notable instance of. a parcel of 
property in the South Division, for which $125,- 
000 was refused, which rented for $11,000 an- 
nually, being assessed for taxation at $6,100, 
and another system of business buildings,. capi- 
talized at $4,600,000 and earning a fine divi- 
dend upon its capital, valued for taxation at 
$235,000, while the same year a house, which an 
owner sold for $4,900 net, paid $68 tax and was 
probably valued at about $1,300, the one speci- 
men of property being valued for taxation at 
about 5 per cent of its real value and 
the other at 25 per cent. It is this 
injustice suffered in thousands of cases 
which convinces small property-owners 
having holdings from $1,000 to $10,000 that 
under our existing system as practiced they pay 
five times the tax they should justly 
act of the Board of Equalization could aid them 
atall. Of what usein such cases of injustice 
would adding to the total assessment of the State 
be? Such a course would add to the tax of mul- 
titudes of portions of the State, where perhaps 
they are ail already overtaxed. 

What we needis a supervising assessor con- 
tinuous in office, with full power to adjust at 
any and all times the list upon which our annual 
taxation is based. Our standards are at fault. 

e law makes it the assessor’s duty to assess at 
the fair cash value, yet there is no assessor in 
the State that does it. They do not even assess 
the different classes of property of the same 
owner at the same per cent of real value, and 
cases of flagrant injustice are common and so 
frequent as to be apparently not worth a passing 
mention. Cases can be pointed put where inside 
twenty-five foot lots in given block are 
valued at more money for taxation than the cor- 
ner fifty-foot lots on the same’ block, and yet 
theré is little orno effort to remedy this, 
cause such efforts have been fruitless heretofore. 
Asa matter of exact truth it would be difficult 
to givo the name of a country on earth where 
equality is not‘as nearly accomplished as in Lili- 
nois. : 

An association of good responsible men has 
been engaged in this city for the past six or eight 
years tryingto bring about a reform, and it 
seems as far away as ever... The local assessor 
is a lawunto himself. The law does provide for 
a local Board of Equalization, which should 
meet every year to correct grievances, bit if at- 
tention were given to them by parties aggrieved 
they could not remedy one case of injustice where 
1,000 existed. Sucha “board” did one year 
raise a valuation on one “tract” from about 
$85,000 to $150,000, which was “ how not to 
do it,” for the “ tract ’’ was earning good inter- 
est on $2,000,000. 

The true standard of value for taxation is what 
property would sell for in cash, and if assessors 
in Lilinois did their ge as defined by the law 
the rate of taxation in this city need not be more 
than 50 cents on the $100, a rate which honest 
lenders of money who get 6 or 7 per cent would 
7 willing to pay, and would make correct re- 

urns. ‘ 

When will taxpayers organize to correct these 
evils or co6perate with organizations already in 
existence? Why will not our Mayor proceed to 
reform this as well as our water taxing system? 
He knows where to strike.

ed railroad has been subscribed. The sub- 
scription was completed yesterday.

blocks of $25,000 or $50,000. Subscriptions 


have been gna_ basis of the subscribers re- 


ceiving for $10,000 cash $10,000 stock in 
the Construction company, $15,000 bonds of 
the Elevated railroad company, and $10,000 
stock of the Elevated railroad company. 
There is no longer any doubt about the road 
beirig built, and there is no longer the least 
secrecy in regard to. Mr, Yerkes’ connection 
with it. 

The elevated road will be’ closely affiliated 
with the North Chicago Street. railroad, and 
stockholders of the North Chicago Street rail- 
road will probably receive a dividend of Ele- 
vated railroad securities. The dividend will 
likely bein the form of Construction stock, 
with the accompanying stock and bonds of 
the Eleyated company. 

The capital stock of the elevated company 
isto be $15,000,000, The promoters be- 
lieve that a road can be constructed far 
cheaper than any of the existing elevated lines. 
It is the jntention to use electricity as a motive 
power, and an engineer has carefully studied the 
electric system at Berlin constructed by the 
Siemens & Halsk company, with a view to fur- 
nishing information in regard to the merits of 
this road. It is expected that the Northwestern 
road can be constructed for something like half 
the Metropolitan Elevated has cost to build. A 
much lighter structure will serve when electric- 
ity is used and the construction will in many 
vays be cheaper. The promoters assert posi- 
tivety that the actual work of construction will 
be started within sixty days. The connection of 
Mr. Yerkes and the North Chicago Street 
railway with the enterprise is no longer 
denied by the principals. It is said 
that Mr. Yerkes has concluded that there 
is little money in the long haul business for the 
surface road, and that as the probability was 
good for an elevated road being built on the 
North Side by some one, it was much better for 
the No rth Chicago Street railroad company to 
have the competing line in friendly hands.

Prior to the 
opening of the Stock Exchange it was intimated 


that the directors of the sugar trust, acting upon 


the advice of their lawyers, would not hold an- 
other meeting this year. Traders argued that

on the free list. It was not expected, however, 
that thousands of shares would be thrown on the 
market. Following the opening sugar, which 
closed yesterday at 81%, was quoted at 81%. 
Then came an avalanche of offerings of sugar, 
and it looked as if there were only sugar sellers 
in the market. Quickly the price dropped from 
811% to 81, to 79K.. to 79, to 78, and finally to 
77%, which was the lowest point reached. A 
slight reaction then set in, as a consequence of 
room traders pocketing their profits, but during 
the selling thousands of shares were thrown on 
the market.

“3. On the 19th day of June, 1893. Mr 
Thurston, the Hawaiian Minister at Wash 
ton, addressed a communication to Mr. Gres. 
ham, Secretary of State, in which the follow. 
ing language*is used: ‘I am directed by my 
government to represent to you that while 
the Hawaiian Government has full confidence 
in the good faith of the United States towards 
Hawaii in and concerning its treatment of the 
relations between the two countries it seems 
proper that it should be informed us to the ef. 
fect the present uncertainty as tothe ultimate 
course to be pursued has upon the situation in 
Hawaii. It is important for the Hawaiian 

vernment to know the intentions of the 
United States Government concerning annex- 
ation at as early a date as possible; as, if an- 
nexation is not to take place the methods of 
treating local conditions in Hawaii must be 
radically different from those to be pursued if 
annexation is to take place.’ No reply has 
ever been made to such communication. 

“4. Upon the arrival of Mr. Blount in this 

country he did not communicate or in any 
manner intimate to the Hawaiian Govern- 
ment that his investigations were to be di- 
rected toward the right of the existence of 
the government to which he was accredited. 
All of his investigations and examinations 
were private and such persons only were ex- 
amined as he chose to call. 
. “ §, Examination of his report since pub- 
lished shows that there are statements by ap- 
proximately sixty royalists and twenty sup- 
porters of the provisional government; that he 
obtained no statement from four members 
of the Cabinet voted out before the revolution- 
ary attempt of the Queen, although he ob- 
tained exhaustive statements from their roy- 
alist successors.”’ 

Mr. Dole next refers to final report made 
by Mr. Blount and says it is distinctly hostile 
to the provisional government gnd that the 
provisional government has never been re- 
quested to give an explanation of the charges 
preferred by Mr. Blount or any opportunity 
to reply to them. 

In regard to Gresham’s letter to President 
Cleveland last October, Mr. Dolesays: ‘* You 
have intimated that the foregoing letter, be- 
ing a domestic transaction, is not subject of 
diplomatic correspondence. [ must admit, 
however, that a communication from the 
chief ofthe Department of State to the Presi- 
dent in which he charges this governinent and 
its officers with conspiracy, weakness, timid- 
ity, and fraud, and recommends _ its 
subversion, which letter is officially 
furnished to and published by the public 
press, without any information concerning 
the same being afforded to this government, is 
not a ‘domestic transaction,’ and is preémi- 
nently a proper subject wor inquiry on the 
part of this government as to the intentions 
of your government concerning the subject 
matter. Nov. 14 Mr. Thurston, Hawaiian 
Minister at Washington, called upon the Sec- 
retary of State and inquired if the above let- 
ter was authentic, and was assured by Mr. 
Gresham that it was. Mr. Thurston then 
said: ‘I wish, then, to further ask whether it 
is‘the intention of the United States Govern- 
ment to carry out the policy therein indicated 
by force, or, in other words, whether. if the 
“provisional government declines to accede to 
the requést of the United States Government 
to vacate in favor of the Queen, United States 
troops will be used to enforce the request?’ ”’ 

Mr. Dole says that Mr. Thurston received 
no satisfactory repiy to this question. 

Mr. . Dole then says to Mr. Willis: ‘“ Nov. 
17 last the Hawaiian Star published a state- 
ment purporting to be a report of remarks 
made by you to a delegation of the American 
League in which the following words are 
stated to have been used by you: ‘I have my 
instructions, which I cannot divulge, but 
much I can say, that the policy of the United 
States is already formulated po these 
islands, and that nothing which can be said 
or done, over here or there, can avail any- 
thing now. Ido notcome here as did Mr. 
Blount. I come here as an executive officer; 
I come to act. When the proper time arrives 
I shall act. I wish to state positively that any 
outside interference will not be tolerated by 
the United States.’ I am not aware that you 
have ever disavowed the correctness of this 
report.”’ 


Brings Out Cleveland’s Hostility. 


Mr. Dole next takes up President Cleve- 
land’s message to Congress delived Dec. 4 
last and quotes from it as follows: ‘* Upon 
the facts developed it seemed to me the only 
honorable course for our government to pur- 
sue was to undo the wrong that had been done 
by those representing us and to restore as far 
as prackeane e status existing at the time 
of our forcible* intervention. Witha view of 
accomplishing this result within constitution- 
al limits of executive power our present Min- 
ister at Honolulu has received appropriate in- 
structions to that end.’’. Then Mr. Dole con- 
tinues: ‘* Dec. 1 last the United States dis- 
patch boat Corwin arrived in Honolulu from 
San Francigto, bringing dispatches to your- 
self. No mail was allowed to be brought. by 
her, but the press of Honolulu obtained from 
persons on buard of her and published the 
above extracts from the President’s message. 
But for such accidental information no infor- 
mation concerning the same would have been 
obtained by this government until the arrival 
of Alameda Dec. 22.” 

Mr. Dole’s letter continues: ‘*Up to the 
time of the arrival of Corwin United States 
naval officers in port were in the habit of 
coming ashore in citizens’ dress. Crews ré- 
ceived the ustial liberty on shore and no un- 
usual warlike preparations were visible on 
board. Immediately upon arrival of Corwin

It was known at this time that several of the 
wives of United States naval officers, tem po- 
rarily in Honolulu, were packing up their 
baggage preparatory to immediate removal 
ingiew of possible hostilities. It was also 
known that you were in frequent communica- 
tion with the ex-Queen, and leading royalists 
were constuntly reiterating that you_were go- 


ing to immediately restore the Queen by 


force. It was almost the universal belief in 
the city that you were about to attempt to 
land the naval forces of the United States to 
enforce the execution of the President’s policy. 


In anticipation thereof for a number of days 


the wharves were lined with crowds of peo- 
ple, among them prominent royalists, wait- 
ing to see the United States gg land to re- 
store the Queen. Dec. 18 Mr. H. F. Glade, 
Consul for Germany, called upon you and in 
substance asked if you could not speak out 
and relieve the public fro» the state of ex- 
treme tension they were in, which was becom- 
ing unbearable, to which you replied in sub- 
stance that you were aware of the conditions 
and were making every effort to bring the 
matter to a speedy ee and would 
within forty-eight hours. 
ma Dec. 13 it an" réported that the Corwin 
was at an early date to return to San Fran- 
cisco. The Attorney-General called upon 
you, stating that there was no regular mail 
for ‘nearly three weeks, asked oor 
mission to forward Hawaiian Government 
dispatches by it, which permission you re 
fused, stating that your instructions would not 
rmit it.

**Up to the time of sending you my commu- 
nication of Dec. 27 no further communica- 
tion had been received by me from you, and 
no assurance had been received that force was 
not to be used nor what your further inten- 
tions were concerning this government. 

‘* During your nearly two months’ residence 

in this city you and your family have declined 
the customary courtesies usually extended to 
those occupying your official position on the 
specified ground that it was not deemed best,

I do not: for a moment intimate that such a 
course, is ‘improper or that it is a subject of 
criticism. Itis simply referred to by me as 
an existing fact bearing upon your relations 
to this governinent and germane in consider- 
ing —e of your attituce thereto.

In the 
absence of specific; definite information as to 
the intentions of your government the fore- 
going are some of the facts from which this 
government has been obliged to infer what 
such intentions were, and which, considered 
as a whole, constitute the ‘ attitude’ toward 
this government.

‘* Your second request for information is 
as follows:5*You assert that at the time of 
my arrival in this country the forces of this 
government were organized and amply suf- 
ficient to suppress any internal disorder. Will 
you inform me what connection this state- 
ment has, or is designed to have, with the 
future action of its representative?’ I reply 
that there are two reasons for said statement. 
First, that already stated in my letter of 
Dec. 17 that ‘in consequence of your 
attitude the enemies of the government, 
believing in your intentions to _ restore 
the monarchy by force have become empbold- 
ened,’’ etc., and, second, that by reason of my 
inability to ascertain whether your govern- 
ment proposed to use force in support of its 
policy of restoration I was obliged to act as

‘‘Your fifth inquiry is as to the time and 
contents of your communications, which were 
‘ambiguous.’ I have enumerated them in 
my reply to your first inquiry. Ambiguity 
consists in the reiterated statement that you 
proposed to do some act and carry out certain 
instructions, which all surrounding cir- 
cumstances indicated were inimical 
to this government, without stating 
what that act was oor what those 
instructions were, and while presenting and 
speaking assurances of friendship and amity, 
without consent of this government, negotiat- 
ing with its eneimnies for its subversion, and 
declining to state what your intentions were. 
Such utterances and actions were so incon- 
sistent one with the other with international 
rules of comity and the past relations and 
international policy of the two governments 
as to be not only ambignous but incompre- 
hensible to this government. 

* You finally ask my careful consideration 
of the following statement contained in my 
letter: ‘Your action | has unfortunately 
aroused the passions of all parties and made 
it probable that disturbances may be created 
at any moment,’ and that you ‘refuse to be- 
lieve that upon reéxamination you (I) will 
feel at liberty to affix your (my) official sig- 
nature to such extraordinary declaration.’ In 
reply I beg to state that of my own knowl- 
edge there has never been a time when the 
cotntry has been subjected to such 
a strain and excitement as during the 
eight days following the arrival of Corwin. 
I also state, with equal deliberation, that such 
condition was produced and maintained by 
reason of your ‘actions and declarations. and 
actions and declarations of your government, 
and the circumstances and uncertainties at- 
tendant thereupon, as detailed in my letter of 
Dec. 22 and herein. I make the statement in 
no spirit of unfriendliness to you or your 
government, but as an historical fact which, 
if not already known to you, should in thein- 
terests of both’ countries be made known to 
you. 


Dignified Rebuke for Cleveland and Willis. 


‘* In conclusion I beg to refer to the state- 
ment in your communication of Jan. 1, 
wherein you state that it is a source of ‘ sin- 
cere and profound regret’ that my letter 
‘brings for the first time official information 
the warlike preparations intended for the 
diplomatic and military representatives of 
the United States.’ In reply | would say that 
such regret on your part at receiv- 
ing such information cannot exceed 
the sincerity and profoundness of my own 
regret that such a condition should exist. 
Such,regret on my part is only equaled by 
my inability to understand how it has come 
about that a governmeut and community 
which is today more closely connected with 
the United States by ties of commerce, friend- 
ship and blood than any other lying beyond 
its borders; which values your friendship 
above that of all other nations; which fully 
admits and appreciates many and deep obli- 
gations which it is under to yeur government 
and people; which has done you and your 
country no wrong—has been forced intoa 
position where, in defense of their very right 
to exist, they have been obliged to take up 
arms to meet the possible hostility of 
that country whose ag they revere 
and whose principles of liberty they love. 
I cannot but believe that it has arisen through 
a misunderstanding of facts on. the part of 
your government, and a mutual misapprehen- 
sion of motives and intentions which may, I 
sincerely hope, at an early day be cleared 
away.

«Bland Growing Weary of Long Delay 
in Voting on His Seigniorage Bill—De- 
bate Drags Wearily On. 

Wasuincron, D. C., Feb. 15.—The newly- 
elected Senator from the State of Mississippi 
(Mr. McLaurin), in the place of Mr. Walthall, 
resigned, made his first appearance im the Sen- 
ate Chamber this morning and took the oath . 
of office. 

At 12:30 the unfinished business was taken 
up, being the bill requiring railroads in. Ter- 
ritories to maintain stations and depots at all 
tuwns established by the Interior Depart- 
ment, which was eventually passed, and Mr. 
Platt (Rep., Conn. ), addressed the Senate. in 
opposition to it. The bill, while apparently 
of a private character, had been drawn, he 
said, for a special purpose and that ‘purpose 
might have been expressed in the 
title by the words: ‘An iact to carry 
out the determination of the Secretary of the 
Interior to have the Rock Island railroad 
cow pany establish depots at Enid and Round 
Pond.” It was special atid therefore mis- 
chievous legislation. He charged that the 
Secretary had gone before the Committee on 
Railroads voluntarily and urged the passage 
of the bill and had brought the Com missioner 
of the General Land Office with him. After 
that there should be no more talk about 
‘‘ railroad lobbies *’ in Congress, 

Mr. Berry (Dem., Ark.), Chairman‘of the 
Committee on Railroads, denied,that the Sec- 
retary had voluntarily come before the com- 
mittee. He had come, he said, at the request 
ofthe committee, : 

Mr. Blackburn (Dem.,, Ky.), a member:of 
the committée, inquired of Mr. Berry when 
an invitation had been extended to the Sec- 
retary of the Interior. Mr. Berry corrected 
his statement, and said that he had told the 
Secretary that the committee would certain- 
ly be glad to have him come before it and 
pe ig tae ces moved to lay the bill on the 
thble. The motion was defeated, yeas, 25; 
nays. 31. 

Peffer Speaks for Female Suffrage. 

An amendment reported by the committee 
requiring an election in the Counties of L 
and O in Oklahoma to determine the location 
of the county seats in those counties, came 
up for action, and Mr. Peffer (Pop., Kas.)

Biand Becomes Impatient. 


In the House Mr. Bland (Dem., Mo.) asked 
unanimous consent that general debate on the 
seigniorage bill be closed at 4 o’clock this 
afternoon, tomorrow afternoon, or Saturday 
afternoon. Objection being made, he said it 
was evident that it would be impossible to ob- 
tain unanimous consent, and he would tomor- 
row morning endeavor to fix a limitation of 
debate by a vote of the House. 

The bill was taken up in Committee of the 
Whole, and Mr. Bland corrected certain state- 
ments made by Mr. Walker (Rep., Mass.) in 
his remarks yesterday, he hav: read ex- 
tracts from Record in. which Bland 
claims to have been misquoted, . 

Mr. Rawlins (Dem., Utah) continued his 
speech, which was yesterday interrupted by 
adjournment. He said the South and West 
could not live without the East, whereas the 
East,’ with its great manufacturing enter- 
prises and teeming millions, was dependent 
upon the West and South. The miners of the 
West could produce money for the people of 
that section while those of the East would be 
dependent upon them. 

Mr. Latimer (Dem., S. C.) supported the 
bill and believ that the Secretary of the 
Treasury had used the latitude given him to 
discriminate against silver: 

Mr. Hendrix (Dem., N. Y.) said that in the 
pending bill the new features were not good 
and its good features not, new. Every ounce 
of silver purchased by this government had 
been paid forin hard gold dollars, the best 
money in the world. e Secretary had no 
legal or moral right to take an imaginary 
portion of the bullion deposited im the Treas- 
ury and designate it as its seigniorage. 
In response to a question as to the cause. of 
the present business depression Mr. Hendrix 
said there was nothing more pathetic than to 
see the farmer, whose products have decreased 
in value, listening to the oily tongue of the 
free coinage demagogue. e impression 
made upon the country by the pending bill‘is 
an extremely bad one. The same impression 
has spread abroad, and will have the effect 
there of delaying the calling together of an 
international monetary conferénce. to con- 
sider the financial situation. There had be- 
come such an overproduction of silver that 
some international agreement must eventual-

EDWARD JAMES DIES AT HIS HOME, 


For Over Half a Century He Had Been En- 
gaged in Printing Business=Funerals. 
Edward James, known to nearly every 

printer of Chicago for the last, twenty-five 

years, died yesterday morning at his home, 

No. 293 South Robey street, after an illness 

of hardly more than four days. Mr. James 


4 was born in the Mohawk Valley above Albany 


in the year 1826. He entered the printing 
business in 1843 as an apprentice, and from 
1850 to 1858 Mr. James was superintendent 
for Van Benthuysen & Co., State 
printers, Albany, N. Y., at that time 
the finest printing house in the 
State. Coming to Chicago in 1860 he formed 
a ploy an - with Sterling P. Roynds in the 
printing business at No. 46 State street, and 
at the same time negroes the Western nt 
for the Johnson type foundry. The ten 
was in existence some eight or ten years, Mr. 
James retiring and starting business for him- 
self at Nos. 114-116 Wabash avenue. In 
September, 1870, the above named building, 
containing the extensive paper house of J We. 
Butler & Co., was totally destroyed by fire, 
Mr. James was a heavy loser and never after 
engaged in business for himself. This was 
originally the site of the old Roman Catholic 
Church of St. Mary’s of the Lake, the first 
church of that denomination in Chicago. ‘It 
was gen. a | rebuilt and again destroyed 
in’ the great fire of 1871; the name 
St. Mary’s Block is yet upon | 
building that replaced the one destroyed in 
1871. After the great fire Mr. James was 
employed by the J. W. Butler Paper com- 
pany, su uently he went to New York in 
the employ of the house of Saroni, Major & 
Co., and afterwards became agent for Shel- 
don, Collins & Co., printing ink manufactur- 
ers; returning to Chicago in 1879 he entered 
the employment of Marder, Luse & Co.,. with 
whom he remained until his death, Feb. 14, 
1894. Mr. James was a stanch Episcopalian, 
and in the sixties was one of the wardens and 
also superintendent of the Sunday-school of 
St. John’s Church, Union Park. .

THE GAS ORDINANCE VETO. 

Mayor Hopkins’ veto of the Metropolitan 
Gas ordinance not merely gives the reasons 
for his opposition to that measure but also 
states the principles which will govern him 
in dealing with all grants of franchises which 
may be made by the Council while he is in 
office. Those principles are sound ones and 
should meet with the concurrence of the 
Council. They should meet with the ap- 
proval of a majority of that body and not of 
a little more than a third, 

The Mayor says that there should be no 
grants of franchises unlimited in point of 
time, not merely because conditions change 
rapidly ina growing American city, but be- 
cause fhe tendency is for municipalities to 
own and to operate or lease quasi-public ‘in- 
stitutions for the purpose of supplying the 
people with light, transportation, etc., as they 
are now supplied with water. There is that 
tendency, and it would be much stronger but 
for the poor administration of American 
cities. It will be some time before a munic- 
ipality can render as efficient service as does 
a corporation. Nevertheless, no city should tie 
its hands by granting rights unconditionally. 
| The original charter of the South Side street 

railway company provided fot the purchase of 
the plant by the city when the franchise ex- 
pired, so it would not be an innovation were 
a similar provision inserted in other grants 
of franchises, If the city did not see fit to 
take direct charge it could make a lease to 
the highest bidder, as is done in Glasgow, and 
thus secure additional revenue for itself or 
reduced charges for the citizens. 

The Mayor calls attention to the fact that the 

ordinance does not give the city adequate pow- 
er to force the company to lay its gas mains 
in districts where it would be least profitable 
for it todo so. It is the defect of many ordi- 
nances that sufficient regulative power is not | 
left in the hands of the Council. All grants, 
whether they be of the right to build street 
railroads or do anything else, should have 
provisions which would force the grantees to 
build where it is least profitable as well as 
where 1t is most profitable, so that the whole 
community may be accommodated. 
' The Mayor says that henceforth adequate 
provision must be made fog the replacement 
of pavements which have been torn up. It is 
high time for that reform. The property- 
owners have been robbed of millions by the 
tearing up of streets by corporations which 
have never relaid the pavements decently. 
The Mayor says also that in the business dis- 
trict there should be no ripping up of the 
streets except by night. The propriety of this 
is apparent. It should be the rule and it 
should be enforced forthwith. Ihe matter is 
one entirely within the control of the Council 
now. 

Fault is found with the Metropolitan ordi- 
nance because the maximum price it is al- 
lowed to charge for gas is too high. ‘* What 
our citizens demand is the supply of gas at a 
lower rate than they now have to pay.’’ Stated 

broadly, when a corporation asks for a fran- 
chise for the alleged purpose of performing 
services for the community more cheaply 
than others who are nowin the business it 
must give evidence of its sincerity by accept- 
ing an ordinance which puts it out of its 
power to charge as much as its competitors.

THE DECLINE IN WHEAT AND SILVER. 

In the course of the debate on the Bland 
bill Representative Sibley of Pennsylvania 
said silver has touched the lowest point in its 
history andthe papers show that wheat was 
never so lowas now. He claimed that wheat 
and silver have maintained a parity, and re- 
ferred toa statement made last summer to 
the effeet that the repeal of the Sherman act 
(the purchasing clause) would be followed by 
a revival of prosperity and high prices. To 
this Mr. Harter of Ohio replied that the con- 
dition of the country would be worse than it 
now is if the ad vice of the free silver men had 
been taken. 

Representative Harter, who is sound on the 
silver question, might have made another 
answer to the sneering remark. He might 
have said that overproduction in proportion 
to the demand has knocked down both the 
prices of silver and of wheat. Too much 
wheat was raised for the necessary consump- 
tion. .Two bushels of wheat grown were 
-offered to the man who ordinarily consumes 
one bushel. The consequence was that all 
which was offered ‘was not wanted at any 
price, while the: quantity sold was forced 
down to the lowest possible figure. And the 
decline has occurred in that blessed foreign 
market which Messrs. Crisp, Wilson, Bland, 
et al. are professedly catermg to. That mar- 
ket has refused to take our surplus 
wheat unless it is almost given away. 
The home market, which is held in such 
light esteem by the Democracy, purchased 
and consumed more than 300 million bushels 
of wheat in 1893 besides what .was used on 
the farm for seed. The less than 50 million 
surplus from our last crop, combined with a 
moderate reserve from the proceeds of a pre- 
vious harvest, could not be sold in the Euro- 
pean markets without sinking to the prices 
established by the competition with cheaply 
grown Wheat from Russia, Hungary, North- 
ern India, Australia, and Argentina. The 
selling of one bushel abroad broke down the 
prices to be paid for the two bushels con- 
sumed at home. If we had not produced 
quite so much in the last three years, in which 
ease we should have hada smaller visible*sup- 
ply for the foreigners to look at, the farmers 
of the West could have obtained fair prices 
for their grain, selling nearly all of it at home. 
Producing more‘than was wanted they had to 
accept low prices for the whole of it. 

Itis not true that “‘ wheat and silver have 
maintained a parity.’’ For the three years fol- 
"lowmg the panie of 1873 the price of wheat in 
this..market averaged about 94 cents per 


| bushel in gold, which was nearly the average 


value of the silver ina dollar. Now the silver 
in the dollar is down to 50 cents, and the 
wheat (cash) toabout 56 cents in this mar- 
ket. But the detline in the value of wheat on 
the farm has not been so great as here, for the 
reason that there has been an enormous re- 
duction in the rates of transportation in the 
last twenty years. Yet, if the two had de. 
clined nearly at the same rate the fact would 
prove nothing for the arguments of the free 
silver men. Silver has fallen off 50 per cent 
in price because of 4 vast overproduction at 
a vastly cheapened cost. Twice the num- 
ber of ounces of silver can be mined and 
placed on the market that were produced 
twenty-five years ago by the same number of 
days’ labor. Hence it takes twice as much 
silver.to buy as much gold, land, or labor 
now as a quarter of a century ago, and~ ‘‘ that 
is what is the matter’? with silver bullion. 
For both wheat and silver the costs of produc- 
tion and transportation have been cheapened, 
but in silver much more than in wheat, for 
which reason’ silver has declined more than 
the cereal. In both there has been too much 
material offered in proportion to the demand 
for it. Hence the exchange values of both 
have gone down, while the ‘labor that pro- 
duced them hag risen in value, as measured on 
the gold basis. If the price of that labor has 
declined in the last few months it was be- 
cause of the foolish Democratic agitation in 
favor of rating silver at far above its actual 
value and cutting down the tariff protection 
to American industry—not because of any un- 


fair discrimination against either wheat or 
silver,

mines is not resumed, and |its capital is not be- 
| ginning to move, and prosperity and comfort do 

not come back again tothe homes of its work- 
men, you may sentence me to be a free trader 
and a Democrat for the rest of my natural life: : 


and I cannot invoke for myself any worse fate 
than that. 


Nothing more true. Webster said of Ham.

The merchant, from 
the great wholesaler down to the little re- 
tailer, would order a fresh supply of goods, 
knowing that his store would be crowded with 
people who having wages once more could 
buy and pay for goods once more. 

The industrial embargo being raised . the 
heaps of money in the banks would be in im- 
mediate demand. Capital, idle now, would 


become productive, It would pay wages in- 


stead of filling bank vaults. Commerce would 
| revive,’ The importation of foreign goods, so 
restricted now, Would recommenee. The 
revenues of the government would become 
again what they were and would suffice for all 
its needs. It would not be necessary to borrow 
| to pay current expenses and to inerease 
the national debt in days of peace. 


The railroads would have an abun. 
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driven into the hands of receivers, and forced 
to cut down the pay of employés. Building 
operations would be resumed in all the cities, 
and there would be work for the men in the 
buildmg trades. They would accept that work 
with great pleasure. 

All this Mr. Cleveland could do with a, few 
words. He could create an industrial sum- 
mer while it is yet winter. It is true that his 
own party might burst out in a chorus of 
cursés. But the American people would be 
profoundly grateful to the man who, placing 
his country above his party, had given them 
well-paid work and the happiness such work 
brings with it. Mr. Cleveland knows what 
the effect would be were he to say the McKin- 
ley law must not be interfered with, as mis- 
chief enough has been done by the threat to 
interfere with it, but has he the mora‘ cour- 
age to restore peace to the country by an act 
which will damn him with his party? 


THE NOVEMBER ELECTIONS WILL SHOW. 

There was an interesting little colloquy in 
the House Wednesday between Tom Reed 
and Representative Stone, a Kentucky Dem- 
ocrat. The latter had been talking of “ the 
long years of Republican misrule ’’ and their 
consequences, and Mr. Reed asked him why 
the Democrata did not rectify the errors com- 
mitted by the Republicans. Mr. Stone said 
this was being done as rapidly as possible, 
and in reply to Mr. Reed’s question as to 
what progress was being made in the work of 
reform stated that ‘it would be apparent at 
the November elections.” _ 

So it will; for the greater the progress the 
Democracy makes in what it calls reform the 
greater will the majority be against that 
party at the November elections. The more 
fully it reveals to the voters its real animus 
and its incapacity to govern for the public 
good, the more emphatic will the rebuke be 
which it will receive from the voters and the 
heavier will be the Republican majority in 
the next House of Representatives. 

Mr. Stone is at present a member of.a 
House which is Democratic by a heavy ma- 
jority. It is not impossible that he will be a 


other Southern States are so thoroughly in 
the hands of the Democracy, and the ma- 
echinery for declarmg Democrats elected 
‘whether they received a majority or not is so 
perfect, that it is not reasonable to expect 
much of a change in Southern delegations. 
But if Mr. Stone does go to the next House 
he will not see there the faces of the Northern 
Democrats who are his colleagues now.

Mr. Stone will find him- 
self a member of a House which, if it could 
get the Senate and President to coéperate 
with.it, would set to work at once to carry 
out the will of the people by wiping off the 
statute books every vestige of Democratic 
reform.

Ifso he will be greatly surprised the day 
after the eleetion of November, 1894. And 
it may be that, seeing the wrecked and

IT 18 NOT A MONEY FAMINE, 
The National Council of the Farmers’ Alli- 
ance, recently in session at Topeka, Kas., 
was told‘by President Loucks that the cause 
of the present business depression is *‘ simply 
a want of money—a money famine.’’ The gen- 
tleman was severe and emphatic in denounc- 
ing “legislation against silver,’’ and declared 
against a per capita basis for money. He re- 
ferred to President Cleveland as ‘‘a merciless 
autocrat on a despot’s throne,”’ and to Con- 
gress as a pliant, servile body of alleged rep- 
resentatives of the people assembled toe do 
his will, By these and other utterances Mr. 
Loucks proved himself to be blind to the 
| facts of the situation, and trying to mislead 
_ his audience into clamoring for a remedy that 
would be worse than the disease. 

The great abundance of money at the com- 
mercial centers, and the difficulty of finding 
employment for it in operations that promise 
to pay a profit on its use,is proof that there 
is no lack of money in the country, therefore 
no present necessity for increasing its volume, 
If the people to whom or for whom Mr, 
Loucks was speaking find money searce for 
themselves it is because of a scarcity of things 
with which to buy money or its use. They 
could not hope to obtain money without sell- 
ing something in exchange for it, if the 
amount of money in the United States were 

doubled or trebled.. So long as money is 
| worth anything at all the man Who holdg it 
will not give it away, except in charity. He 
will insist on receiving in exchange for it 
something that is ‘‘ worth the money,’’ unless 
he be ** a born fool.”’ 

If in response to the demands made by the 
silver monometallists for whom Mr, Loucks 
is talking we should adopt free silver coinage 
| on the basis of 37114 grains of pure metal in 
the dollar, money would not thereby be made 
more plentiful. For years to come it would 
be more searce than now because of the dis- 
appearance of the gold element in the circu- 
lation. The deprivation would be all the 
greater, as each dollar would buy only half as 
much as the dollar of today will buy, so that 
twice as much of the reduced value money 
would be required to transact the same amount 
of business that is possible under present con- 
ditions. Would that help the farmers of Kan- 
sasand other States? And when, in conse- 
quence of active coining of all the silver pro- 


dollars in the country as, there are now 
dollars having a full purchasing power, the 
said farmers could not be any better off 
for the change. If they were able to obtain 
twice as many of the half value dollars for 
the sale of their produce they would be 
obliged to pay at the same nominal advance 
in rate for all they purchased for consump- 
tion. Substantially they could not gain more 
_ by the arrangement than by the simple proc- 
ess of rating every half dollar as if it were a 
whole one. They could no more increase 
their wealth nor the comfort of themselves 
and families by the debasement inevitably 
connected with free silver coinage on the 
terms they demand than they could increase 
the size of their farms by procuring the pas- 
sage of a law declaring the acre to contain 
only half as many square yards as are now 
in the acre of ground. 3 

It is just possible Mr, Loucks fancies’ the 
government stamp is all that is necessary to 
make 50 cents worth of silver pass for the 
equivalent of 100 cents worth of gold all 
over the country without having any sustain- 
ing power of gold behind it. Such an idea 
could not be entertained as correct by any 
man who understands the nature and use of 
money and knows what is essential to its va- 
lidity.. More probably he is arguing with the 
full expectation that a drop to the silver basis

MAKE NO EXCEPTIONS. 

A representative of the Trade and Labor 
Assembly has gone before the Finance com- 
mittee of the Council to ask on behalf of the 
assembly that the Council in reducing: sal- 
aries touch none which are under $1,200 a 
year. Why should the Trade and Labor As- 
sembly ask such a thing as this and ask it in 
the name of workingmen? 

Very few of those who are represented by 
the assembly earn as much as $1,200 a year. 
But their pay is being cut fully 20 per ‘cent 
on the averhge. They are not able when. they 
get any work to get it at the figures which 
were paid last year. Those of them who are 
in the building trades know that when the 
season for active work begins they will have 
to work for much less than last year or re- 
main idle. Why then are they so full of 
affection for the men who are in the city’s 
employ, who are gure of steady work and 
regular pay? 

These city employés have done nothing to 
exemnpt them from the scaling down of wages 
which par other American working- 
men, e overwhelming majority of those 
connected. with the Trade and Labor As 
sembly voted in November, 1892, for Demo- 
cratic candidates pledged to a tariff policy 
which necessitated wage reductions, Although 
told over and over again what the result 
would be if they voted for Cleveland and 
** tariff reform,” they persisted in voting to 
strike down protection. They are reaping as 
they sowed. | 

The City Hall employés, who are Demo- 
crats almost toa man, voted in 1892 along 
with the workingmen for Cleveland and 
“tariff reform.’’ They too were told that 
“tariff reform” meant wage-clippmg, but 
they persisted in supporting the Democratic 
ticket. Since they were engaged with the 
members of the Trade and Labor Assembly 
in a common effort to pull down wages why 
should the latter ask now that their associates 
be permitted to retain high wages? If the 
employés were Republicans and voted against 
wage reductigns the Trade and Labor As- 
sembly might have felt it was unjust that 
their wages should be cut when they had not 
voted for the lower scale, but there are no Re- 
publicans in the City Hall. 

The Democratic policy of low wages is in 
force now. From one end of the country to 
the other men are getting less than they did a 
yearago. It is the common doom. Why 
then should the Democrats of the Trade and 
Labor Assembly ask that an exception be 
made in favor of their fellow Democrats at 
the City Hall? Why this odious distinction? 
Why should tie plain workingmen be cut 
down and the aristocrats of the police force 
and the Board of Public Works escape? 

Why is it, too, that the Trade and Labor 
Assembly asks the Council to do something 
which will reduce the number of men to 
whom the city can give work? Not long ago 
it was asking the Council to employ all the 
men it could. It is asking now for the dis- 
charge ofa number. The Finance commit- 
tee says that either the puy of policemen must 
be reduced or 450 men employed now must 


' be dropped. When the Trade and Labor As- 


sembly clamors for the retention of the pres- 
ent non-Democratic wage scale for city em- 
ployés itasks that 450 men be dismissed 
from the police force and turned adrift to 
compete with members of the assembly in 
seeking for employment. ‘Call you that 
backing of your friends? A plague upon such 
backmg.’’ Those policemen who will lose 
their jobs if the request of the Trade and 
Labor Assembly is granted will wish that 
that organization had not been so full of zeal 
for the weifare of the city employés. 

Of course the Republican Aldermen will 
pay no attention to this request. They are not 
required to protect the Democratic City Hall 
employés from the consequences of their own 
votes. They are not obliged to listen to the 
prayer of one set of Democrats that the wages 
of another set shallnot be reduced. If the 
Trade and Labor Assembly people want the 
wages of the City Hall employés left un- 
touched they should go to the Democrats in 
Congress and not the Republicans in the 
Council. They should ask the former to kill 
the Wilson bill. ' If that is done wages will 
rise all over the country and justice and 
equality will no longer demand imperatively 
the reductison of the wages of those who are 
in the employ of the city.

The more the man studies it the more the hori- 
zon will be extended. He will see that the wages 
of the man who puts down «a paving on the 
street; the artisan who erects a building; the 
man who constructs a street car, or the one who 
manufactures a boiler, or builds a locomotive, 
will also have to stand a reduction becanse of 


the displaced labor in the mines, forests,. and . 


elsewhere crowding into the other employments 
and glutting the market. This latter situation 
may not be reached for awhile. 

But the immediate effect upon the wages of the 
industries that produce the so-called raw ma- 
terials is here now, and the Wilson bill past the 
Senate the effect must be heavier and more try- 


ing. -

REJECTS THE LORDS’ AMENDMENTS, 


House of Commons Reinserts in the’ Parish 
Ceuncils Bi}l the Clauses Eliminated, 

Lonpon, Feb, 15.—In the House of Com- 
mons today Henry Fowler, President of the 
Local Government Board, moved that the 
House disagree with the amendment made by 
the House of Lords to the parish councils bill 
providing that only parishes having 500 
inhabitants or upwards should be entitled 
to have councils, The original bill 
provided that 4 council should 
be established in any parish having 200 or 
more inhabitants. Mr. Fowler’s motion was 
carried by a vote of 260 to 191. Most of the 
other amendments made to the bili by the 
House of Lords were rejected by the House of 
Commons-without a division being had, Mr. 
Fowler successively moving the reinsertion of 
the provisions that had been altered by the 
House of Lords. 

In the House of Lords the peers took note 
of the reasons of the House of Commons for 
disagreeing with the amendments of the 
Upper House to the employers’ liability bill 
and then adjourned.

Heand his 
colleagues frequented’ the notorious Autono- 
mie club in Grafton street, Tottenham court 
road, and there, it is supposed, they hatched 
the plot which Pourdin was to help them exe- 
cute by his contemplated act in Greenwich, 
The increasing activity of the Autonomie 
club has been noticed recently by the police. 
Detectives have been watching the clubhouse 
constantly, as well as a near-by house in 
Windmill street, where many of the Anarch- 
ist refugees have lodged. The occupants of 
this house recently have been constantly in 
communication with Anarchists on the conti- 
nent. Emile Henry, who threw the bomb in 
the café of the Hotel Terminus, has visited 
them within the last year, and he is believed 
to have obtainel from them the explosives 
which he used in his bomb Monday night. 
The lodgers in the Windmill street house 
apparently discovered a few days ago that 
they were watched, and several of them van- 
ished the morning atter the explosion under 
the Hotel Terminus. This afternoon a de- 
tective saw Pourdin and another lodger enter 
the house together and come out half an hour 
later. The wnidentified lodger hurried off 
alone and. Pourdin took a train for Green- 
wich. He carried with him undoubtedly the 
explosives which caused his death. Pourdin’s 
exact intention in making his trip to Green- 
wich has not been ascertained. The papers 
in his pockets give no clew to it, although the 
first inference was that he intended to blow 
up the observatory, but was prevented from 
doing so by the prematureiexplosion.

UPROAR IN THE FRENCH CHAMBER, 


Socialist Ordered from the Tribune and 
Walled “ Apostie of Assassins.” 


Pants, Feb. 15.—There was quite a noisy 
scene at the opening of the Chamber of 
Deputies today and the members in an un- 
mistakable way expressed their repudiation of 
Anarchist ideas. 

Dr. Marie Edouard Vaillant, a Socialist, 
mounted the Tribune to speak to a motion 
made by himself to rectify the minutes of the 
House in regard to the recent discussion of 
the red flag incident that occurred Sunday 
last in Ivry Cemetery, where Auguste Vaillant 
is buried, when a number of Anarchists and 
Socialists made a demonstration. Dr, 
Vaillant spoke in a low tone, and the only 
part of his speech that was heard was * the 
red flag is the Socialist flag.” 

Concluding that the speaker was about to 
enter into a laudation of the Commune, a 
majority of the members shouted ‘* Enough! 
enough!” Their cries drowned the voice of 
Dr. Vaillant. M. Dupuy, the President of 
the Chamber, ordered Dr, Vaillant to descend 
from the rostrum, but the latter paid no at- 
tention to him. M. Dupuy thereupon pointed 
to the steps leading from the tribune to the 
floor of the House and,in energetic tones 
said: ** Descend, M. Vaillant, descend. The 
words you have uttered shall not be placed 
on the minutes of the Chamber.”’ 

His order to Vaillant was greeted with ap- 
plause. The Jatter was evidently abashed and 
at once descended from the tribune. Ags he 
was going down the steps M. Duval cried out 
jo him: “ You are the apostle of assassins!’’ 

It is believed now that the outrage com- 
mitted by Emile Henry at the Café of the 
Hotel Terminus Monday night was part of a 
vast anarchistic conspiracy. It is thought 
the plot was prepared in ndon, and that 
twenty-three men, among’ them Henry, were 
assigned to execute the outrages. Henry has 
confessed that he has been in communication 
with Paul Reclus, the friend of Vaillant. 

It is said Paul Bernard, the notorious An- 
archist who was arrested in this city yester- 
day, will not: be extradited to Spain, where it 
is known that he. has been connected with 
various conspiracies, but will be held to an- 
swer for his violations of the law in France. 
The Spanish authorities may be asked to fur- 
nish evidence of his career in Spain. Word 
comes from Barcelona that investigation there 
shows Bernard was not connected with the 
Lyceum Theater bomb outrage. It seems, 
however, that Bernard did conceal Ravachol 


-in his house for some time after the Shambles 


murder, and he is also accused of throwmg 
the bombon the Plaza Real, Barcelona, in 
1891, which resulted in the killing of one 
person and the wounding of twenty others. 

A dispatch from St. Etienne says the walls 
of that city were placarded yesterday with 
Anarchist manifestoes and a number of the 
wealthy residents of St. Etienne received by 
mail copies of the manifesto.

RELIEF FOR INNISTRAHULL PEOPLE. 


Lifeboat’s Crew Makes a Perilous Voyage 
to Save the Starving. ° 

Dusuiy, Feb. 15.—Advices from the North 
of Ireland announce that a lifeboat, after a 
perilous voyage, has succeedéd in reaching 
the Island of Innistrahull, nine miles north of 
the Malin Head, at the extreme north of _Ire- 
land, the fifty inhabitants of which have been 
unable for weeks past to communicate with 
the mainland, and who were believed to have 
been in danger of dying from starva- 
fuon. The lifeboat, on its way to  In- 
nistrahull, was buffeted by enormous 
seas, which filled the boat. and 
necessitated lashing the oarsmen to their 
seats. The lifeboat’s crew found the people 
of Innistrahull in sore straits; they had been 
compelled to use the furniture and wood work 
of their houses for fuel, So far as provisions 
were concerned there was only a handful of 
potatoes ieft on the island. One man had 
died of starvation and a number of others 
were found to be suffering severely from 
lack of food. The crew of the lifeboats left 
all the provisions they had with them and 
succeeded in returning safe to the maialand. 
An additional supply of food will be sent to 
Innistrahull immediately.

Their Neglect of Duty as Michigan’s Board 
of Canvassers Does Not Come Under the 
Governor’s Jurisdiction—His Side of the 


Case Ably Argued at the Hearing at | 


Lansing=Two Important Confessions in 
the Amendment Fraud Cases—Attorney- 
General Ellis Implicated. 

LANSING, Mich,, Feb. 15,—[Special.]—The 
executive pariors never held a larger crowd 
than was present today in the hearing of the 
case of the three State officers cited to appear 
and answer to charges of gross neglect of 
duty. The acvused, Secretary of State Joch. 
im, Treasurer Hambitzer, and Land Commis. 
sioner Berry, with their counsel, Jay P. Lee 
of this city, Fred A. Baker and John Atkin. 
son of Detroit, and ex-Senator Sybrant Wes- 
selius of Grand Rapids. Gov, Rich at once 
resolved himself into a judicial tribunal and 
the hearing commenced, 

Mr. Lee opened the case by meving to va- 
cate the Governor’s order for the following 
reasons : : 

“The Governor has no power under any 
provision of the Constitution to. remove 
the respondents from their respective offices 
for any misconduct as members of the Board 
of State Canvassers, 

‘* The power of the Governor is confined to 
the official misconduct of the officers in the 
performance of the duties appertaining to 
their offices separately, and it does not include 
such duties as are performed by such officers 
jointly with others as members of constitu- 
tional or statutory bodies or boards, 

“The House of Representatives has the 
sole power to direct an*impefchment of these 
respondents for misconduct in the m- 
ance of their duties when acting’as a/ Board 
of State Canvassers, and the Senate S$ ex- 
clusive jurisdiction to try any such impeach- 
ment. 

** The charges set forth in the notice served 
upon these respondents are wholly insufficient 
and fatally defective for the reason that it is 
not alleged therein that the negiect of 
these respondents was intentional or that they 
have knowingly and designédly neglected any 
official duty, or that they have neglected to 
perform any duty with an evil intent, or. for 
any improper, illegai, or culpable purpose. - 

“The charges contained in said notice do 
not make or state a case of gross 
neglect of duty and the Governor sitting as a 
court of impeachment has no jurisdiction or 
power to render judgment of removal. 

Claim the Natices Were Void. 


‘The notice served on the respondents is 
void because it is not in the name of the peo- | 


ple of the State of Michigan, as a in 
the Con stitution, and it is no nticated 
by the great seal of the State as required in

* The Board of State Canvassers is created

SUNSET OLUB ORATORS TALK OF ITS 


- BENEFITS AND EVILS. 


W. D. Crosby Opens the Discussion with 
History of Such MovementseH. S&. 
Smith Urges Objections to the Revenue 
MeasureeHow the Provisions of the 
Measure May Be Enforced—Other Speak- 
ers Discuss the Proposed Tax as it Af- 
fects Rich|and Poor. 

The Sunset club gave its regular semi- 
monthly banquet last night at the Grand Pa- 
cific Hotel, with a large attendance and evi- 
dent enjoyment both of the feast and of the 
discussion which followed. Gen. Aidace F, 
Waiker presided. ‘The subject of the dis- 
cussion’ was **Taxation of Incomes,” and it 
was opened by W. D. Crosby, whose address 
was devoted to answering the stock objections 
to an income tax. 

He reviewed the charge that such a tax was 
unequal, and said that people were not neces- 
sarily taxed unequally because they were taxed 
differentamounts. On the contrary, they 
must be taxéd different amounts to be equal- 
lytaxed. Tothecharge thatan income tax law 
was inquisitorial he replied that every citizen 
was a business partner with every other citi- 
zen in the government and that there should 
be nr business secrets between them. 

The great objection to tariff taxation was 
that no one knew what taxes he or any one 
else paid. The objection that men would 
swear to large incomes in order to better their 
credit, he said, was just as valid against col- 
lecting money for-charities. To the objection 
that wholesale perjury wowld result. he re- 
plied that to avoid perjury it would be neces- 
sary to abolish alltaxation. The real trouble 
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COL. ALDACE F. WALKER. 


was, he said, that the tariff system had de- 
bauched the American mind, so thafpeople 
were no longer willing to bear the bufdens of 
citizenship 

Why the Tax Is Sectional. 

The next speaker was Howard L. Smith, 
who said that his interest in the subject was 
only speculative. He gave a long and exhaus- 
tive history of income-tax law when it existed 
before, from 1862 to 1872, showing that it 


produced such disgust that it had to be / 


changed every year, and became less and less 
efficient every year until finally it was 
repealed. Sucha tax never enforced itself. 
The government invited people to step up and 
contribute and the people declined. When 
the national life was in peril and people were 
laying down their lives they would lay down 
their dollars. But exceptin times of waran 
income tax would never be submitted to. 

The new law would reach 85,000 people 
and vield $31,000,000, but he could not see 
why the burden shoud rest only on these 
85,000 people. There was no excuse for the 
$4,000 limit, except that it was a tub thrown 
to the popular whale and the socialistic levia- 
than. The tax was alsoobjectionable because 
it rested entirely on the people of the North 
and East. Under the former law one 
collection district in New York paid 
more income tax than eleven South- 
ern States. He thought it little less than 
acrimeto put another law on the statute 
book which could not be enforced. The law 
could never be enforced, and the result would 
be that the assessor would be left to guess at 
incomes, and that his guesses would be a 

© 
instanced a case in which an assessor guessed . 
at the personal property of a Chicago firm. 
He guessed $150,000, and soon after the 
firm went into the hands of a receiver, and 
the stock sold for $1,800,000. 

Charlies Shackelford replied to Mr. Smith’s 
reflections on the South. He said that imme- 
diately after the war, when the South had 
been devastated by fire and sword, it was not 
to be expected that many of her citizens 
would have an income of $4,000. But 
he thought that it would be different 
under the new law. As to the possibility 
of enforcing it, he was sure that so 
faras a man’s income from real estate went 
it would be easy to enforce it. The greatest 
evil of the times, he proceeded to say, was 
that men acquired vast landed estates and 
then by bribery and perjury evaded their 
taxes. The tariff, he said, was a burden on 
the poor, and almost on the poor only. He 
characterized ita operation as infamous, and 
some one near him exclaimed aloud, * Rot,” 
which produced much laughter. 

Declares the Tax Leveled at Industries. 

E. O. Brown, the next speaker, pointed out 
the fallacy of reasoning that because tne tar- 
iff was demoralizing and corrupting, therefore

there should be an income tax law. He re. 
lated a story ofa bench of three Judges in 
Engiand. Ina certain case one Judge de- 
clared for the plaintiff and unother for the 
defendant, and the presiding Justice then 
agreed with the secoud Judge for the reasons 
given by the first. He contended that 
.: oe that was leveled at rich 
people was leveled at industry, temperance, 
economy, and thrift. Whatever was taxed 
was discouraged. and repressed. If people 
had too many dogs they taxed dogs. The in- 
come tax was designed to lessen incomes. 
He told of a mine in Wisconsin that employed 
many workmen of different grades. He would 
not tax them because it would discourage in- 
dustry, and he would not tax the stock of the 
corporation because some of it was held by 
widows and orphans. But he would tax the 
men who owned and rented the mine. 

A. W. Wright thought that the first consid- 
eration was that the American people should 
be honest with themselves, An inditect tax 
was a demoralizing mystery. It left every 
one in doubt how much or how little tax 

was paying. This made the public 
indifferent to the amount and _hon- 
esty of the public expenditures. Nd mutter 
how flagrant the corruption, the public atten- 
tion could not be aroused. He could not be 
brought to believe that the American people, 
and especially those who possessed the most 
wealth and received the greatest benefits, 
were unwilling to. support their gov- 
ernment. He considered that direct 
taxation meant economy, and that indi- 
rect taxation stood for extravagance and pecu- 
lation. He hoped that the time would. come 


‘when no Congressional demagogue would be 


tolerated who went about telling the people 
that this was a billion dollar country and that 
a billion dollar Congress exactly fitted it: 

William Gleason. thought that from those 
who had much much was to be expected, and 
the only fault he had to find with the pro- 
posed income tax was tts failure to provide a- 
praduated scale, so that the greater income 
the greater the proportion of tax to be paid.

TO REINSTATE PORTER’S VERDICT. 


Arguments Made Before Judge Grosscup 
Taken Under Advisement. 
Argument was heard yesterday by Judge 


cently by a jury in the Porter-Sabin case, 
which a varded $130,000. damages to H. H. 
Porter. At the time the verdict was returned, 
Jan. 18, it was set aside by Judge Grosscup, 
because when the jury was polled Samuel Ay!- 
win and Joseph M. Schenck refused to assent 
to it, and when the jury again retired the mem- 
bers were unable to agree and were discharged. 
The argument yesterday was on the mo- 
tion made by James N. Flower, attorney for 
Porter, to: have the verdict. recorded 
and judgment entered upon it. HEx-Judge 
Flandreau of St. Paul and George H. Swift 
appeared’ for Mr. Sabin. Mr. Flower argued 
that when a court and lawyers consented to 
the filing of a sealed verdict a_ consent to the 
separation of the jury was implied and in that 
case he said it would be improper to poll the 
jury after that separation unless the intention 
was to ascertain if the verdict which had been 
read was that upon which they had agreed. 
He aiso held that the jury was required to be 
present at the reading of a verdict simply to 
see that it was the one they had agreed upon. 
They could object to its being reported if it 
differed from tne one upon which they had 
agreed, but only upon those circumstances. 
It became their .verdict when it was 
signed, sealed, and delivered by them. He 
quoted many decisions tosupport his argument. 
Attorney Swift contended that the separation 
of the jury did not discharge it, and that the 
members still had the privilege of changing 
their minds when they came into court the 
next day. He also held that the fact that Mr. 
Porter’s attorneys failed to object. to the poll- 
ing of the jury at the time operated to de- 
prive them of any rights they might have in 
the matter. Ex-Judge Flandreau followed 
with an argument of a similar nature in 
which he quoted decisions of State and 
United States Supreme Courts. He con- 
tended that a juror had a right to change his 
mind until the verdict had been recorded. 
Judge Grosscup took the matter under ad- 
visement. 


WILMOTT AND BECKER TURNED DOWN 


Judge Dunne’s Decision Deprives Them of 
Their Justiceships. 

Henry E. Wilmott and Frank Becker, 
Town of Lake Justices, were deprived of their 
positions yesterday by adecision by Judge 
Dunne. Becker is ordered to turn over his 
dockets and files to Justice Peter Caldwell 
and Wilmott to surrender his to Justice 
O’Toole of the Town of Lake. In 1889 five 
Justices, including the defendunts, were 
elected in the Town of Lake far four years 
ending May 1, 1893, or until their successors 
should be appointed. April 25, 1889, the 
town was annexed to Chicago. This made 
all the Justices of the Peace of the Town of 
Lake appointees of the Governor. Justices 
Wilmott and Becker were not appointed, but 
they continued to exercise theit functions as 
Justices. Their authority was not questioned 
until after May 1 last, when their commis- 
sions expired. Counsel for Becker and Wil- 
mott contended that they were entitled €o 
hold office *‘ until. their successors should be 
appointed,” and that no actiof the Legisla- 
ture could cut down their term of office. 
Judge Dunne held that there is no contract 
between a public officer and the government 
whose agent he is. The officer may resign at 
any time, and there is no obligation on the 
part of the people to retain him. 
The office may be abolished by 

later statute, The Legislature 
may declare the office vacant or may transfer 
its duties to another officer, although the ef- 
fect may be to remove thé officer in the mid- 
die of the term. Messrs. Moore, Hotaling, 
Hennessy, Caldwell, and O’Toole are the only 
five legally constituted Justices for the Town 
of Lake. Messrs. Becker and Wilmott prayed 
an appeal, which was allowed.

NEW METHOD OF OIL ILLUMINATION. 


Company, Just Incorpurated. 
The Western Automatic Light’ company 
was incorporated at Springfield yesterday, 


tor is Edward 8S. Clark, a real estate man with 
an office in the Ashland Block. This compa- 
ny is to extend to the whole country a method 
of lighting that is now being operated in this 
city by the Chicago company. Its Secretary, 
W. S. Burling, suid yesterday: ** Our system 
has just been introduced here, but has been in 
successful operation in the Eart for eight 
years. We have installed seventy-five plants 
in Chicago.. The system is operated on the 
syphon principle. We place a small tank of 
galvanized iron, holding about ten gallons of 
oil, anywhere out of the way. We then runa 
stnall brass pipe from the feed-pipe up and 
along the ceiling, connecting it with the chan- 
deliers or side lights, syphoning the oil direct- 
ly to the flame. This differs from an 
ordinary lamp from the fact that 
the lamps in general use have reservoirs 
for oil from four to six inches below the burn- 
er,and the wick has to draw the oil up that 
distance by capillary attraction. In an ordi- 
nary lampthe wick having to perform that 
function is burned more or less and charred, 
whereas, in this new system, the oil is fed di- 
rectly to the flame and the wick simply acts 
practically the same as a reservoir and is con- 
sumed but slightly, the fact being that it does 
not haveto be renewed more than once in 
two years and does not have to be trimmed. 
The construction of the burner is such 
that it insures a perfect combustion 
of the oil, giving a white and brilliant 
light. This light itself gives 
double the illuminating power of an ordinary 
gas burner or incandescent lamp, and our 
experience here leads us to conclude at about 
one-quarter of the cost of either gas or 
electricity. The fixtures are nickel-plated 
and 60 closely resemble gas fixtures as not to 
be noticeable. The fixtures can be pulled 
down to light the burner, an automatic valve 
shutting off the oil when down and it only 
feeds the oil when burning. One burner can 
be lighted or allof them and_ the oil only 
feeds to the lighted one. The President of 
our company is George S. Baker, City At- 
torney of Evanston. The apparatus is manu- 
faetured at Meriden, Conn., and has been in 
use there and at Hartford, New Haven, and 
Springfield, Mass., for eight years.” 


The First Meerschaum Pipe. 

_A shoemaker, Kavol Kowates, who, in 1823, 
lived at Pesth, the capital of Hungary, smoked 
the first meerschaum pipe. Besides being a shoe- 
maker, however, he was one of nature’s handi- 
craftsmen, being gifted with an fintuitive cepins 
for carving in wood and other material. This 
brought him in contact with Count Andrassy, 
with whom he became a great favorite. The 
Count on his return’ from a mission to Tur- 
key brought with him ang 3 of whitish clay, 
which had been presented to him as a curiosity 
on account of its extraordinarily light specific 
gravity. It struck the shoemaker that, bei 
porous, it must be weil adapted for pi as it 
would absorb the nicotine. The experiment was 
tried, and Kavol cut a pipe for the Count and 
one for himseif. The first meerschaum pipe 
made and smoked by Kavol Kowates, has been 
preserved in the museum at Pesth.

RECIPROCAL LAW NOT IN FORCE, 


Evidence Presented That the New York 
Law Was Repealed. 

Eugene Cary, Eugene Harbeck, and J. J. 
McDonald, the members of the committee 
selected to present the case of the New York 
insurance companies in the reciprocal tax 
controversy with the Kansas State Commis- 
sioner, returned yesterday morning from 
Topeka. Judge Cary said the com- 
mittee presented its arguments and 
evidence and’ that a decision from 
Commissioner Snider is expected ina few 
days. Theclaim was made that the New 
York tax law was repealed in 1886. To sup-: 
port this statement a letter was introduced 
from the Attorney-General of the State of 
New York, who stated that the Commissioner 
of that State could not collect taxes from 
other States under thislaw. Another letter 
from William J. Morgan, Deputy Controller 
of New York, was presented,in which he 
stated that no taxes had been collected there 
since 1886.

FOR STATE CONTROL OF SOCIETIES. 


Bill in the Maryland Legislature to Regu- 
late Their Insurance Departments, 

Annapouis, Md., Feb. 15.—[Special.]—A 
bill was introduced in the Legislature today 
to place fraternal orders under the supervision 
of the State Insurance Department. The bill 
is not opposed by the legitimate death benefit 
societies and will certainly become a law. It 
provides that all such organizations must 
have a ritual and a representative form of 
government and shall make provisions only 
for payment of benefits in case ot 
sickness, disability, or death. Payment of 
death benefits is restricted to the next of kin 
or the aftianced wife or husband of the mem- 
ber or to persons dependent on the member 
for support. Restrictions are thrown around 
benefits for dependents in order to prevent 
abuse by persons merely pretending to be so 
for the purpose of obtaining the insurance. 
Benefits shall be assignable, but a certificate 
must be surrendered and a new one issued. 
Associations must file with the Com- 
missioner annual reports, and permit 
an examination of their books. Associations 
not incorporated under the :iaws of Maryland 
must make the Insurance Commissioner their 
attorney, upon whom legal process may be 
served in any suit against them in order to 
bring them within the process of the courts. 
The fees to be paid are $25 upon the issu- 
ing of the original certificate and annual 
fees aggregating $29. The employment of 

id agents to procure new members is pro- 

ibited, and contracts to pay a member’s 
dues are invalid. .

J. E, STONE HANGED THIS MORNING. 


Murderer of the Wratten Family Executed 
at Jeffersonville, Ind, 

JEFFERSONVILLE, Ind., Feb. .16.—[Snecial. } 
—James E. Stone was hanged at 12:04 
o’clock this morning for the murder of the 
Wratter family, consisting of six people, last 
Septem ber. 

Stone went to sleep at. his usual hour after 
eating a hearty supper. and was awakened at 
11 o’clock to prepare for the end. At 12:02 
o’clock he wasled out to the scaffold. He 
made no speech and displayed courage to the 
end. Fifty persons witnessed th® execution. 

Undertaker Bonham of Washington, Da- 
viess County, has been given charge of the 
body, and there was great indignation among 
the residents of the county when this fact was 
learned. The undertaker was notified today 
that if he brought Stone’s body within the 
borders of Daviess County he wouid be boy- 
cotted. This argument alarmed Bonham, 
who at once transferred the burial contract to 
a Jeffersonville firm. Stone’s aged father 
lives in Harrison Township, Daviess County, 
anda grave has been dug on the homestead 
for the remains of the murderer. He declares 
the body shall be buried there, but the excited 

‘people say tney will notallowit. Not the 
slightest sympathy existed for the condemned 
man. 

The crime for which Stone was executed 
was the murder of the Wratten family in 
their home the night of Sept.-18, 1893. The 
family consisted of six persons—Mr. and Mrs. 
Wratten and their three children and Mrs. 
Wratten’s aged mother. At first it was 
thought to be tne work of a notorious gang 
which infested the locality, but later develop= 
ments showed it to be the work of one man, 
and he was apparently a fiend incarnate. 
Suspicion became attached to Stone and he 
was arrested. He protested his innocence, 
but later under strong pressure acknowledged 
his guilt, and named six other men whom, he 
declared, were implicated in the crime. This 
was followed a week or two late}; by another 
confession, in which he stated he alone com- 
mitted the murder. 


Mr, Bailey Meets Thieves Twice. 


History repeated itself with most embarrassing 
promptness yesterday in the case of W. R. Bailey 
of Denver, Colo. The repetition was furthermore 
almost as expensive as a church sociable. Mr. 
Bailey ‘was coming to Chicago ‘over ‘the 
Rock Island road. In passing from one 
car to another near Rock Island he was stopped 
by two men, and before he quite grasped the sit- 
uation the men had helped themselves to $30 he 
had in cne of his pockets and jumped off. Mr. 
Bailey was rather put out by this, but he 
had more money in another pocket, so 
when the train pulled up at the sta- 
tion he went into a restaurant to 
console himself with a warm meal. On coming 
out he was again stopped by two men and as be- 
fore he was $30 short when they abruptly de- 

arted. Mr. Bailey still had money to spare, for 
Be purchased a postal card and sent it to THE 
TRIBUNE, it bearing a recital-of his woes.

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LAING DEFEATS THE BARRIER BOY 
IN TWELVE HOT ROUNDS. 


The' Fight Is Brought Off in the Cumber- 
land Athletic Club, Melbourne, Aus- 
tralia=The Champion Fouls the Victor 
Many Times and Is Badly Beaten—A 
Stomach Punch Makes Him Hold Up His 
Right Hand in the Twelfth Round—Says 
He Will Fight No Mopre. 
San Francisco, Cal., Feb. 15.—[Special. ]— 
Today’s Australian steamer brmgs the news 
of Joe Goddard's defeat in twelve rounds last 


month by Harry Laing of New Zealand in the 
Cumberland Athletic club of Melbourne. 
The fight was a fierce one from start to finish 


and both men were well drubbed. Goddard 


in particular was terribly beaten, the match 
being a slugging one all through. The claim 
that he lacks science was amply established, 
for when he found the blows of his opponent 
coming on his face aud body like hail he lost 
his head and acted liké an infuriated brute. 
Laing, from the accounts of the battle, should 
have won the fight on fouls, but. the latter 
were not allowed. When Laing broke away 
on more occasions than one the Barrier 
champion smashed him in the neck or 
bet ween the eyes. 

Laing got even with all this.. By his clever 
head and foot work he made Goddard tired, 
and from the sixth round to the twelfth he 
pasted him unmercifully. He did not knock 
out the manof adamant, but in the twelfth 
round Goddard was so gone that he had just 
strength enough to hold up his right hand in 
token of defeat. i 

Laing is the big New-Zealander who beat 
Paddy Slavin when he was at his best, and 
Goddard, when the match was made, ac- 
knowledged that he was the best mau that 
could have been put against him. The Bar- 
rier-weight champion, though, was confi- 
dent of his ability to put him out. 
Goddard weighed in at the ring- 
side _ at 186 pounds,. while Laing 
tipped the beam at 182 pounds, God- 
dard was attended by Juck Marshall, Jack 
Fisher, and Billy Clifford, and Laing had in 
his corner Peter Newton, Pat McShane, and 
Scott. Harry Nathan was the referee. The 
decisive blow was a drive in Goddard’s stom- 
ach-with Laing’s left at the end of the sixth 
round. Laimg had it all his own way after 
this.. Four times Goddard fouled him.- The 
New-Zealander had him badly puzzled by his 
clever ducking and foot work, but 
his immense strength kept him in the 
ring. Laing stabbed him with his left, and 
he had. recourse to fouling tactics. 
Laing took no notice of the latter, but 
plugged his opponentunmercifully. After he 
had fouled him with a blow between the eyes 
while in the holds he got all over the Barrier 
Buy, pommeling him with his right and left. 
In the twelfth round he was at him like a 
tiger. showing no quarter. The Barrier Boy 
was dazed atid he’ staggered about the ring 
and lifted his right hand as an indication of 
defeat. Laing was declared the winner amid 
the wildest excitement. Goddard says the 
blow in the stomach in the middle of the fight 
fixed him and he will fight no more.

HOW TO SECURE A QUORUM, 


Democrats Strike at the Pocketbook in 
Trying to Evade Reed Rules, 

Wasuineron, D. C., Feb. 15,—The Demo- 
cratic leaders of the House have been consid- 
erably exercised of late over the disposition 
manifested by the Republicans to force them 
to. produce » a quorum. upon all im- 
portant propositions committed to 
House. They -believe the Republicans 
under the leadership of Mr. Reed are trying 
to compel them to adopt the expedient re- 
sorted to in the Fifty-first Congress of count- 
ing a quorum. Journal Clerk Crutchfield, 
however, has formulated a rule which will, in 
his opinion, accomplish same end in a 
different way, and the question of adopting it 
as an amendment to the rules is now under 
consideration. - The rule which he proposes is 
as follows: 

** Whenever, upon a foll-call a quorum fails 
to appear, upon the demand of any member, 
the Clerk shall certify a list of the members 
not voting on such call to the Sergeant-at- 
Arms, who shall deduct from the monthly 
compensation of each member so — 
vote the amount of his salary for one day; 
provided that this deduction shall not be made 
in the case of. a member who is absent by 
leave of the House.” 

It is pointed out that this rule would simply 
carry out the provisions of existing law, 
which, according to Sec. 40 of the Revised 
Statutes of the United States, require that for 
every day a metinber of the House is absent, 
except on account of sickness, the pay for 
such day shall be deducted -fromt his salary.

This rule will simply cer- 
ify the list of absentees to him only, however, 
upon occasions when absenteeism caused a 
failure of a quorum. It is believed that if the 
salaries of members were deducted when they

EVIDENCE IS ALL IN.| 


OOUNSEL IN THE COUGHLIN OASE | 
WILL NOW MAKE ARGUMENTS. 
The Jurors in a Big Sleigh Geo Over the 


Route . Supposed to Have Been Fol- 
lowed by the Conspirators When Dr. 


Cronin Was Taken to His DeatheThey | 


Do Not Visit the Carlson’ Cottage, How- 
ever=Mrs. Foy Enters Suit Against Her 
Husband for Separate Maintenance. 


All the evidence in the Coughlin trial is now 
in. Yesterday the State closed its case in its 


entirety and today Kickham Scanian will be- 


gin the closing speech for the prosecution. 
The case will go to the jury probably in a 
week. 

Yesterday was one of sightseeing for the 
jury. Inthe morning the jurors inspected 
Mr. Wing’s white horse. This antique is 
owned by a horse-dealer named Wolf. It has 
nothing whatever to do with the case, but was 
dragged in for the defense. The horse bears 
not the least resemblance to the one which is 
said to have drawn Dr. Cronin to his death. 

In the afternoon the jurors were taken to 
inspect the.Conklin apartments, the Carlson 
cottage, the catch-basin in which the body 
was found, and the Edgewater electric light 
station. The trip was made in a big sleigh 
drawn by four horses. The route taken was 
the one supposed to have been taken by the 
conspirators the night of May 4, 1889. 
Though they had no wraps and the weather 
was bitter the twelve seemed to enjoy it. 

Only a short stop was made at the Conklin 
flat. Judge Tuthill had a horse and buggy 
placed before the Windsor Theater and each 
juror satisfied himself whether or no he could 
see the rig from Mrs. Conklin’s window. The 
jury took a look at the Carlson cottage, but 
did not go, inside. The catch-basin was 
locked at, and quite a long stop 
was made at the - electric light 

station. The jury seemed particularly 
interested in seeing where the searchlight 
was fixed. They were shown the place where 


+ the lightmg switch still remained and spent 


sgme time looking over the surrounding coun- 
try. Then all hands gathered in the boiler- 
room to thaw out. Judge Tuthill said he had 
got as much sleigh-riding as he wanted and 
went back to the city by train. 

On the home trip a halt was made on the 
Sheridan drive, the jurors got out, ran races 
in the snow, and had a lively snowball fight. 
The jurors and their sleigh created quite a 
stir on the North Side and moved a party of 
small boys to pelt the outfit vigorously. 

While the trip was uneventful to the jurors 
it was full of painful experience to a number 
of reporters who followed them. One Chi- 
cago morning paper has a bill for a new 
sleigh, A runner of the original dropped in 
the cable slot and bits of that sleigh are now 
scattered over the North Side. As for whiffle- 
trees and miscellaneous harness North Side 
repairers have not had so much business in 
months. :

At the.opening of court Mr. Wing said there 
were some matters that had been agreed to 
by counsel on both sides and which could be 
treated by the court and jury as things proven 
in the case to save the time of the stenogra- 
pher.
